Since Sals- 
bury first came home from Detroit neither 
myself nor Mr. Ward, my assistant. has 
been approached by a single person with 
even the slightest suggestion of influence, 
intimidation, or appeal. 

“There will be other warrants issued 
when we can get to them. There is no oc- 
casion for any rush, however We shall 
go ahead as rapidly as possible with our 
work, but not so rapidly that we cannot be 
absolutely sure of our ground. We do not 
want to begin a single prosecution until 
we feel that we have the positive evidence 
to convict.” 

The maximum penalty on conviction for 
conspiracy is $2.000 fine or imprisonment 
for one year in the county jail, or both, in 
the discretion of the court.

FOR $87,000 BANK THEFT. 


Long Missing Note Teller of Paterson 
Institution Is Believed to Have 
Been Captured. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 7.—James M. 
Edge, alias James Kane, was arrested here 
late to-day, charged with embezzling a sum 
said to be about $100,000 from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Paterson, N. J... Edge has 
been in Memphis several months, and his 
arrest to-day was made at the instance of 
a New York detective agency. 

The detectives say that Edge admits his 
identity and confessed that his peculations 
amounted to $100,000. He held the position 
of note teller in the Paterson bank. Edge, 
it is said, asserts that he lost the money 
in turf speculations. He will waive extra- 
dition proceedings and will be taken 
Paterson at once.

hovsing Company, but failed, as bank- 
ruptcy proceedings had ‘been instituted 
against the Southern Car and Foundry 
Company, and the goods stored by it are 


now in litigation.

BIG GOLD TUNNEL STARTED. 


D. O. Mills Interested in Two-Mile Bore 
Near Juneau Which Will Tap 
Twenty Ledges.

TACOMA, Washington, Dec. 7.—The pres- 
ent Treadwell mines on Douglas Island, 
Alaska, will be dwarfed in magnitude by 
the same company’s underground work- 
ings, a two-mile tunnel now being started 
by order of D. O. Mills. After more than 
ten years’ careful engineering, work was 
started last week on the tunnel, which is 
intended to tap twenty rich ledges in Silver 

tow Basin, near Juneau. The tunnel will 
be nearly 12,000 feet long, and with con- 
tinuous work it can be completed in eigh- 
teen months. 

The tunnel commences 600 feet above 
tide water $n Gastineux Channel, and will 
pierce mountains with a gradual slope giv- 
ing a water drainage. Electric drills, com- 
pressed air fans, and other modern equip- 
ment will be used. The boring of the tun- 
nel follows the recent acquisition by the 
Treadwell Company of a group of rich 
Silver Bow Basin mines on which $1,000,000 
already had been expended. Mining engi- 
neers believe that the tunnel will cut many 


ledges besides those already traced along 
the surface.

PRESIDENT SAID TO HAVE 
USED IDEAS OF MR. FOLK. 


Declaration Made That He Asked St. 
Louis Prosecutor to Aid Him 
on Message. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7.—The assertion that 
ideas on official corruption that were in- 
corporated in the President’s message were 
furnished by Circuit Attorney Folk of this 
city will be made to-morrow morning by a 
local newspaper. 

It will be said that a few months ago 
President Roosevelt asked Mr. Folk to 
write for him something on the “‘ boodle”’ 
issue that would be suitable to be em- 
bodied in a message to Congress. Mr. 
Folk, according to the story, complied, ex- 
plaining that what he would write he would 
use in speeches on ‘“ good government" 
throughout the State, Mr. Roosevelt is de- 
clared to have replied that he would re- 
write Mr. Folk’s remarks and use them 
in his message. 

Extracts from the message and from 
some of Mr. Folk’s utterances will be pub- 
lished to indicate how far the suggestions 
of this part of the message were furnished 
by him. 

Mr. Folk in interviews has said: 

‘‘ Bribery has not been included in extra- 
dition treaties heretofore because there has 
been no necessity for it.” 

“There have been more cases of bribery 
in the United States in the past two years 
than in the one hundred years preceding. 
It may have been just as common hereto- 
fore, but the evidence of it was not brought 
to light. 

“If the present programme is carried 
out, and there seems to be no reason why 
it should not be, there will not be a civil- 
ized country on earth where boodlers flee- 
ing from the United States can rest in 
peace.”’ 

In the President's message is found this 
passage: 

“ Bribery has not been included in ex- 
tradition treaties heretofore, as the necessi- 
ty for it has not arisen. 

“While there may have been as much 
official corruption in former years, there 
has been more developed and brought to 
light in the immediate past than in the pre- 
ceding century of our country’s history. 

“It should be the policy of the United 
States to leave no place on earth where a 
corrupt man fleeing from this country can 
rest in peace."’ 

Mr. Folk, in a speech at New Florence, 
sald: 

“There are many problems confronting 
the American people to-day, but there is 
none more gerious than the subject of the 
eradication of bribery. Other questions 
concern the functions of government, while 
bribery undermines the foundation of gov- 
ernment itself. Under our form of govern- 
ment all authority is vested in the people 
and by them delegated to those who repre- 
sent them.” 

The President's message also says: 

“There can be no crime more serious 
than bribery. Other offenses violate one 
law, while corruption strikes at the foun- 
dation of all law. Under our form of 
Government all authority is vested in the 
people, and by them delegated to those 
who represent them in official capacity.”’ 

In a speech at St. Joseph Mr. Folk said: 

“If there be an offense greater than all 
others it is that of him in whom such a 
sacred trust has been reposed who sells it 
for his own gain and enrichment." 

The President's message continues: 

“There can be no offense heavier than 
that of him in whom such a sacred trust 
has been reposed who sells it for his own 
gain and enrichment; and no less heavy is 
the offense of the bribe-giver."’ 

In the New Florence speech Mr. Folk 
said: , 

‘‘He is worse than the thief, for he not 
only plunders, but violates his trust. He 
is worse than the murderer, for the mur- 
derer takes the life of an individual, while 
the corrupt official aims at the assassina- 
tion of the Commonwealth.” 

‘*No Government can long exist where it 
is tolerated. If all official acts were for 
sale, then we would not have a Government 
of and for the people, but a government of 
and for the few with wealth enough to pur- 
chase official favors. The givers and takers 
of bribes are the enemies of the Republic. 

“Exposure and punishment of public 
plunder is a State’s honor, not its shame. 
The disgrace is in tolerance, not in correc- 
tion.”’ 

The 
sage: 

‘‘ He is worse than the thief, for the thief 
robs the individual, while the corrupt of- 
ficial plunders an entire city or State. He 
is as wicked as the murderer, for the mur- 
derer may only take one life against the 
law, while the corrupt official and the man 
who corrupts the official alike aim at the 
assassination of the Commonwealth itself. 

‘‘Goyernment of the people, by the peo- 
ple, for the people will perish from the face 
of the earth if bribery is tolerated. 

‘‘The exposure and punishment of public 
corruption are an honor to a nation, not 
a disgrace. The shame lies in toleration, 
not in correction.”

3,000 Troops Said to Have Started 
to Invade the Isthmus. 


AMERICAN WARSHIPS ON WATCH 


Gunboats Reconnoitring in Order to 
Ascertain the Possibility of an 
Invasion by Land.

COLON, Dec. 7.~A rumor is in circula- 
lation here to the effect that 3,000 soldiers 
have left Cartagena for the purpose of in- 
vading the Isthmus. 

No dctails are known, and the rumor can- 
not he confirmed to-night. It probably 
had it. source at Port Limon, Costa Rica, 
where it was brought by steamer from 
Cartagena, 

The only possible means of approaching 
Panama ts by narrow and difficult moun- 
tain passes through the Indian counéry. 
The United: States cruiser Atlanta is now 
off,the Indian coast. 

Following instructions received on Dec. 
4 from the Navy Department at Washing- 
ton, United States gunboats on both sides 
of the Isthmus have started or are start- 
ing on reconnoitring expeditions along the 
coasts, principally in the direction of Co- 
lombia. 

Their purpose is to ascertain the con- 
dition of the trails and roads leading be- 
tween Pgnama and Colombia, and the fa- 
cilitics of the country for sustaining cx- 
peditions marching on Panama, generaily 
to determine the United States’s best course 
of action in case of a Colombian invasion 
of the Isthmus, and also to learn the atti- 
tude of the various Indian tribes inhabit- 
ing both coasts. 

The Atlanta, after finishing charting 
Portobello Harbor and erecting a _ signal 
station on a hill on the north side of the 
harbor, left Portobello yesterday afternoon 
for the Coast of San Blas, fifty miles south- 
east of Portobello, intending to open com- 
rounication with the San Blas Indians for 
the purpose of ascertaining the condition 
of the trails leading along the coast toward 
the Colombian frontier, and whether they 
are available for the movement of Colom- 
bian troops on Panama. 

The Irdians occupy the coast between 
Nombre de Dios and Cape Tiburon, and 
have maintained their isolation for genera- 
tions. They have always resisted the in- 
cursions of white people into their country, 
not permitting them to spend a night on the 
mainland, and forcing the few adventurous 
traders trafficking along the coast to sleep 
on a smal) island. 

It is reported that the Indians still keep 
up the old Carib customs. They are said to 
favor Panama and to be reatiy to fight 
the Colombians. Colombia never succeeded 
in taxing or in any way controlling them, 
but the Panamanians will endeavor to es- 
tablish schools in the San Blas country. 

The United States gunboat Bancroft will 
relieve the Atlanta at Portobello. Another 
vessel will be sent to San Miguel, on the 
Pacific, and a third to David, also on the 
Pacific, to look over local conditions and 


} study the possibility of Colombia landing 


small schooner expeditions from southern 
points. 

The Panamanian authorities are 
these efforts They have sent out 
parties on both sides of the Isthmus to 
seek information and watch possible move- 
ments on the part of Colombia. 

No reports have yet been received from 
these parties to indicate that any war- 
like movements are taking place. — 

Panamanian expeditions on the Pacific 
side are destroying canoes, &c., found in 
the rivers, for the purpose of hindering the 
movements of Colombians who might at- 
tempt to come down the rivers. 

News received by cable from Buenaven- 
tura says that all is quiet there, and that 
there is no indication on the part of the 
Colombian Government to move troops in 
any direction The Colombian gunboat 
Bogota, which is still at Buenaventura 
without coal, is considered quite harmless.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The dispatch of 
the Atlanta to the Gulf of Darien is of

Naval officials decline to say whether the 
dispatch of the Atlanta to the Gulf of 
Darien is the result of any intimation of 
warlike operations on the part of Colombia; 
they content themselves with expressing 
the opinion that it will be impossible for 
Colombian troops to march overland to 
Colon or Panama because of the impassa- 
bility of the country to be traversed.

Confederate Veterans Declare Recogni- 
tion of Panama a Vindication of 
Their Old Cause.

DALLAS, Texas, Dec. 7.—At a meeting of

PRIEST. ATTACKED AT ALTAR. 


Father Roach, Celebrating Vespers, Is 
Set Upon by Young Man with Knife.

DUBUQUE, Iowa, Dec. 7.—A murderous 
assault was made on Father Roach of 
Cascade, Dubuque County, Iowa, Sunday 
afternoon, while he was at the altar celc- 
brating vespers. The church was well 
filled, and just as Father Roach was 
ascending the altar steps to give the bene- 
diction of the Blessed Sacrament, a young 
man was seen to rise in a pew in the mid- 
dle aisle, throw off his overcoat, and walk 
the door. He reappeared at the 
sacristy door of the altar and advanced 
rapidly to Father Roach. The _ priest 
thought the intruder was a messenger on a 
sick call and inclined his head to hear 

what he had to say. 

The man raised his right hand, in which 
he held a pocket knife with a three-inch 
blade, and quick as a flash brought it down 
on Father Roach’s neck, back of the left 
ear. A cry of horror rose in the church 
and the congregation, made up mainly of 
women and children, rushed panic-stricken 
from the church. 

The young man was instantly overpow- 
ered, but in their excitement in attending 
to the injured priest, the rescuers forgot 
his assailant, who slipped away. His name 
is Charles Mangene, and he was soon capt- 
ured. The Marshal arrested him and found 

} the bloody knife in his pocket. Mangene 
is nineteen years old and has been for a 
term in the West Dubuque Insane Asylum, 
suffering from sunstroke, but was dis- 
charged as cured some months ago. The 
priest will recover.

MADE SALVATIONIST MOVE ON. 


G. G. Haven Orders a Woman Soldier 
Out of the Lobby of the Metro- 
politan Opera House. 


For a first time one of the women soldiers 
in the Salvation Army has been put out of 
the lobby of a New York theatre. It was 
in the Metropolitan Opera House that it 
happened, and George G. Haven, President 
of the Metropolitan Opera and Real Estate 
Company, was the one who had it done. 
When he came initio the opera house early 
in the evening he saw a young woman, 
dressed in the army uniform, standing off 
to the side of the lobby, holding the usual 
tambourine. The patrons of the grand op- 
era seemed to be in an unusually good hu- 
mor as they walked in last night, and the 
nickels and dimes dropped rapidly into the 
tambourine with a jingling sound. There 
was a card on the outside of the musical 
almsbox telling that the contributions would 
go to a Christmas dinner for the poor. 

But Mr. Haven did not like her presence 
in the lobby, even if it did not seem to 
worry other people, and he instructed the 
special officer who stands constantly at 
the door to have her move out. The offi- 
cer, though he knew that it had been the 
custom under the Grau régime to allow the 
Safvation Army members in the lobby, had 
no choice, and he politely asked the woman 
to step out of the Opera House. Without 
a murmur, but with a sort of surprised 
expression on her face, she obeyed. 

Meanwhile Mr. Haven had gone inside 
the house and asked to see Mr. Conried. 
He evidently made a strenuous complaint 
to the latter, for in less than a moment 
both of them came striding out into the 
lobby, looking about expectantly. But the 
woman was already gone, and stood well 
out o” the door on the sidewalk. 

“You can get her off the sidewalk in 
front of the door,”’ said Mr. Haven to the 
special officer, who had already removed 
her from the lobby. 

But theauthority of this officer does not 
allow him to regulate the crowd on the 
sidewalk, and his province is the interior 
of the house alone. So there the woman 
sta;ed, still holding her tambourine for 
whatever coins might find their way in.

MERGED INTO REGULAR 


President Roosevelt Decides - for 
“Constructive Recess.” 


7.~Unitea | Chief Executive Again Transmits to 


Senate Nomination of Gen. Wood 
and Other Appointments.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.~Congress passed 
from one session to ahother to-day in a 
unique manner. 

The House met in the ordinary way, hav- 
ing adjourned Saturday as usual under its 
tules for the adjournment from day to day. 
So far as that body is concerned, on the 
record, there was no formal adjournment of 
the session. 

The Senate had two legislative days, one 
in the expiring session and one in the new 
session, and it was adjourned sine die. 

President Roosevelt sent to the Senate 
the nomination of Gen. Leonard Wood to 
te a Major General of the army and the 
nomiration of 167 other army officers whose 
Pprorotion is dependent on that of Gen. 
Wood. 

Accompanying these nominations were 
those of about twenty-five civilian ap- 
pointees, including that of Dr. W. H. Crum 
to be Collector of the Port of Charleston, 
5. C., and some others whom the President 
nominated in the last recess. 

These appointments are considered tiy 
the President and his advisers to be recéss 
appointments. 

The question of their status has been dis- 
cussed thoroughly by the President with 
the best lawyers connected with the Ad- 
ministration and in Congress. 

The conclusion has been reached that be- 
tween the time of the falling of President 
pro tempore Frye’s gavel signifying tho 
conclusion of the extraordinary session an4 
the calling to order of the Senate in the 


; regular session of Congress, an appreciable 


lapse of time occurred. In this time the 
appointments technically were made. ‘They 
are regarded by the Administration as re- 
cess appointments, and the appointees 
therefore will receive the pay and exercise 
all the authority of the rank to which they 
are promoted. 

The commissions of the army officers 
have been made out on this understanding. 
All of them are dated back to the time 
last Summer when the appointments origin- 
ally were made. 

Secretaries Root and Moody had a con- 
ference with the President before appoint- 
ments were sent to the Senate. In the 
matter of the appointments their view, as 
lawyers and as members of the Adminis- 


tration, coincides with that of the Presi- 
dent. 


With a view to securing a legal decision, 
however, Secretary Root has authorized 
the Paymaster General to make a test case 
and bring it to the attention of the Con- 


troller of the Treasury at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 


While the nominations are dated to take 
effect from the time the commissions were 
first issued on the recess appointments, it 
is the general opinion of members of the 
Senate that the nominees will retain their 
old rank until the nominations are con- 
firmed, despite the fact that all of the of- 
ficers affected have been serving for near- 
ly three months under the advanced rank 
and pay to which they will be entitled when 
ccnfirmed. 

On this theory Gen. Wood will cease to 
serve as Major General, and will resume 
his rank of Brigadier General, and hold it 
until he is confirmed in the higher rank. 
When he is confirmed, however, he will re- 
ceive a commission dated Aug. 8 and his 
advanced pay will take effect from that 
time. 

It was the first time in the history of the 
Corgress that an adjournment was brought 
about by limitation and without concurrent 
action of the two houses as usually ex- 
pressed in a joint resolution, fixing the 


time when the session should be adjourned. 

Speaker Cannon brought down his gavel 
at noon and called the House to order just 
as he would on any legislative day. He di- 
rected the clerk to call the roll, and enter- 
tained the resolutions providing for the 
committees to wait on the President and 
notify the Senate in the usual manner at 
the opening of a new session. He had de- 
clared up to this morning that there was 
no need of a committee to see the Presi- 
den* or go to the Senate. 

“They all know we are in session,” gaid 
Mr. Cannon. “I don’t see what necessity 
there is for all this fuss with committees. 
The House is here, Let the message come 
just as any message would come. We are 
ready to go on and do business just as we 
wouid any day. The House has been or- 
ganized for some time.”’ 

The House proceeded straight to business 
after the routine manner, the only depart- 
ure from the regular routine of a regular 
session was the sending of a committee 
to notify the President that Congress had 
convened. 

The Speaker violated precedents and was 
radical and revolutionary in his appoint- 
ment of this committee. He left Mr. 
Payne, Mr. Grosvenor, and Mr. Dalzell off 
of it. This change created comment. The 
committee was_made up of Messrs. Hep- 
burn of Iowa, Hemenway of Indiana, and 
Wiiliams of Mississippi. 

It had been expected that the House 
would adjourn out of respect to the mem- 
ory of Mr. Burk of Pennsylvania and that 
the President’s message should not go in 
until to-morrow. 

It was decided at the White House this 
morning that this should not be done, and 
the House therefore remained in session 
until after the message had been read, 

The session closed in the Senate without 
any effort to make a recess. If there was 
one of the “ constructive ’’ sort no Senator 
seemed at all conscious of it. 

As a matter of fact, when President pro 
tem. Frve finished the clean cut sentence 
by which he declared the called session 
adjourned without day, there remained by 
the big gold clock. hanging below the dip- 
lomatic gallery. one minute of the exptrin 
session. On the desk Senator Frye’s gol 
watch, however, marked precisely the hour 
of noon. 

The Senate had met at 11:30 and Mr. 
Prettyman, the Chaplain, made the usual 
prayer, knowing that in half an hour he 
must appear again and make another to 
open the new session. 

There were few signs of anything un- 
usual going on. 

On Senator Gallinger’s desk there was a 
cluster of Jack roses, and on Senator Mee 
Cumber's one of American Beauttes,

The galleries were filled with brilliant 
costumes and there was a buzz of expect- 
ancy that indicated the interest felt on all 
sides in the peculiar event that was about 
to occur.

LONDON VIEWS ON MESSAGE.

ROW AT ZIEGLER HEARING | THEATRICAL 


Gov. Odell Objects to Too Much 
“Red Pepper” in Argument.

After the 
hearing the Governor gave the lawyers two 
weeks to submit briefs. 

Proceedings opened with a wrangle be- 
tween iMr. Bowers and Attorney General 
Crow as to the date of the alleged crime, 
which Gov.

DOWIE MAKES OFFER — 
TO MANY CREDITORS. 


Zion City’s Assets Placed at $18,845,210 
and Liabilities $4,058,349. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—In a statement, which 
places his assets at more than four times 
as much as his liabilities, John Alexander 
Dowie to-day, at a meeting attended by a 
majority of his creditors, submitted a pro- 
pceal by which it is believed that the finan- 
clal tangle at Zion City will be straightened 
in a satisfactory manner. 

In Dowle's communication his assets are 
declared to be $18,845,210 and his liabilities 
$4,058,349. Of the liabilities $452,267 is mer- 
chandise indebtedness. 

Notes bearing 5 per cent, interest were 
offered by Dowle in settlement, and he 
agreed to take up 10 per cent. of his indebt- 
edness in three months, 25 per cent. in six 
months, 20 per cent. in nine months, and 
the remaining 40 per cent. in one year. 

The creditors who were represented at 
the meeting thought the proposal reason- 
able and a committee was appointed to 
seek further details. If this committce 
finds that Dowie's statement of debts and 
resources is correct, it Is said they will 
accept the proposal at once, and then seek 
to have the bankruptcy proceedings dis- 
missed. 

Dowie's statement of his resources in- 
cluded land, buildings, stock in Zion's lace 
industry, bills receivable, and other items 
not named. 

Of his total indebtedness, that due for 
bank deposits and shares of stock in the 
various Zion City industries was placed at 
3,190,679, maturing in 1919 and 1923. Bills 
payable on account of land were placed at 
$315,408, due in 1005 and 1908... The judg- 


ment due Samuel Stevenson is $100,000, for 
which secured notes have been given. This 
leaves only $452,267 due to outside creditors 
on merchandise accounts. It is to the hold- 
ers of these outside claims that Dowie made 
the offer of settlement. 

Declaring that he did not wish to set a pre- 
cedent which would have to be followed in 
other cases, Judge Kohlisaat, in the United 
States District Court to-day, refused to di- 
rect the petitioning creditors in the Dowie 
panyruptcy case to furnish an indemnifying 
Onda, 

‘Such a bond,” said Judge Kohlsaat, “ is 
returned only as protection to the alleged 
bankrupt. The case in question seems to 
be a novel proposition wherein the alleged 
bankrupt does not appear, but some credit- 
ors are acting for him. Even if Mr. Dowie | 
were proved solvent I do not see what rem- | 
edy there would be for the creditors unless 
the alleged bankrupt sought to sue on such 
a bond. Dr. Dowie is the one who might 
suffer injury and I think he should be the 
person to demand a bond.” 

While thus indicating his opinion Judge 
Kohlisaat asked the creditors to submit be- 
fore Wednesday briefs in support of their 
contention. The original petitioners will 
also file a brief, and it is expected that a 
contest will ensue before the court acts on 
the matter.

CHARGE FRAUD IN 
NATIONAL SALT SALE 


Common Stock Holders Seek to 
Have It Set Aside. 


Accuse Receivers of Mismanaging the 
Concern for Benefit of Themselves 
and International Salt Directors. 


While Justice Leventritt, in Special Term, 
Part I. of the Supreme Court, yesterday 
was hearing arguments of counsel for the 
receivers of the National Salt Company for 
judicial confirmation of the sale of the 
plant and properties of the company, R. 
Fioyd Clarke, an attorney, appeared and 
announced that he, representing a number 
of the common stockholders, had brought a 
suit to have the sale set aside as fraudu- 
lent, to have the receivers removed for 
mismanaging the affairs of the company 
for the benefit of themselves and the Di- 
rectors of the International Salt Company 
~the corporation accused of wrecking the 
National—and to have all proceedings 
stayed. 

“We have received no notice of any such 
suit,’ said William B. Putney of Putney, 
Twombley & Putney, counsel for the re- 
ceivers. 

“That is true,” said Mr. Clarke. ‘The 
fact is that just a moment ago I obtained 
leave from Justice Fitzgerald in the court 
across the corridor to serve the papers in 
this action, and it will be done before night.” 

Justice Leventritt then heard the argu- 
ment of Mr. Clarke. The lawyer made 
wholesale charges of fraud, collusion, de- 
ception, and conspiracy against E. L. Ful- 
ler, Milo S. Belding, Jay Morton, N. S. 
3eardslee, and all other Directors of both 
the National and International Salt Com- 
panies. 

He alleged, as he alleges in the suit he 
has brought, that all of the Directors were 
puppets and tools of Fuller, Belding, and 
Morton, and that these three men 
spired by incurring needless debts 
lewing judgments to be entered against the 
National Salt Company to wreck it so that 
its properties might ‘be purchased very 
cheaply by the International. 

The receivers are Nathan 8S. Beardslee 
and Frank P. McDermott. When the Na- 
tional Salt Company became heavily in- 
volved financially and they were appointed 
te settle up its affairs they applied to the 
Supreme Court here and to the Court of 
Chancery in New Jersey for advice as to 
what should be done with the properties of 
the company which are in the northern 
counties of this State. Justice Bischoff ad- 
Vised that they be at public 
to the highest bidder. Similar advice was 
given by the Master in Chancery in New 
Jersey.

At midnight last night fourteen of 
the eighteen teams which started in the in- 
ternational six-day team race twenty-four 
hours previously continued in the contest, 
which is attracting great crowds of spec- 
tetors to the Madison Square Garden. 

At 6 o'clock yesterday morning Frank 
Kramer and William Fenn, the New Jersey 
team that made the“pace for the first six 
hours, retired from the race, and during the 
remainder of the day, through accidents 
“nd weariness, six other men were forced 
to retire, so that four teams were split up 
and two néw partnerships made, reducing 
the field to fourteen teams. 

At no previous contest of this description 
ras the big Garden been filled with such 
large crowds. The immense assemblage 
which was present when the race began 2 
few minutes after midnight yesterday 
morning slowly dwindled to some 4,000 per- 
sons by 6 o'clock, and at no time during 
the day was there less than this number 
present. 
ing was augmented hourly, until about 9 
o'clock last night, when it was estimated 
that there were 8,000 persons in the build- 
ing.

A serious accident, which resuited in the 
retirement of Hugh McLean of Boston, who 
with Jimmy Moran of New Hampshire 
composed the Scotch-Irish team, occurred 
shortly after 6 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Mclean wis going at a fair rate of speed, 
“when he cdilided with James Bowler of 
the Chicago team. The Boston rider fell 
heavily and slid alceng the track, injuring 
his face and head so severely that he was 
rendered unconscious. The spectators in 
th» vic'nity of the place where the mishap 
occurred rushed to the assistance of the 
prostrate rider, but they were brushed 
aside by half a dozen trainers and attend- 
ants, who quickly picked up McLean, who 
Was. bleeding freely. 

An ambulance was summoned, as it 
feared, McLean had been dangeroufly hurt. 
but he soon revived after restoratives had 
been applied and sat in a dazed condition, 
while his partner, Moran, who had jumped 
on his wheel and taken his place, kept up 
with the leaders. The doctors who exam- 
ined McLeun said it would be impossible 
Yor bim to continue, and the little Scutch- 
man reluctantly withdrew. 

This left Moran without team mate, 
but later.on, when Turville of the lrish- 
American team was compelled to quit on 
account of dizziness, Keegan and Moran 
doubled up as a team and had to lose a 
jap under the rules for the new partnership. 

Some practical jokers caused a sensation 
about 8 o'clock in the morning, which 
might have resulted in a serious panic, but 
fortunately it ofly caused a little 
ment among the occupants of the reserved 
seats on the Twenty-seventh Street side 
of the Garden. A man, who evidently had 
been up all night, fell asleep leaning 
against one of the iron pillars. Some person 
threw a newspaper at the sleeping man’s 
feet and lit it with a match. When the 
flames burst forth around the man's feet 
he awoke with a start, and believi ing the 
place to be on fire he yelled “ Fire! In 
a moment the spectators nearby became 
frantic and some of them jumped over the 
barriers and ran down the banked track 
to the arena. Others, more .cool headed, 
stamped out the blaze, but the people in 
the gallery overhead could not be quieted 
for several minutes. The occupants of 
seats and points of vantage on the opposite 
side of the Garden, however? were highly 
amused with the whole affair, as most of 
them saw that there was no danger, and 
Jaughed at the discomfiture of the people 
on the north side of the building. 

There were several minor mishaps during 
the day, but none of them resulted in any 
serious injury to the men who fell. 
fell heavily a few minutes after McLean 
had been hurt, but Gougoltz, his partner, 
quickly relieved him, and the team did 
not suffer any loss of distance. This pair 
showed the effects of the pace set by 
Kramer and Fenn during the first hours of 
the contest, and last evening Simar was ly- 
ing on his cot while Gougoltz had to do the 
lion’s share of the work. The latter, while 
he pluckily pedaled along, showed unmis- 
takable signs of weariness. Word came 
from Simar about 9 o'clock last night that 
he was unable to continue, 
took advartage of a four hours’ rest, hav- 
ing first made arrangements to double up 
with Rettich of the German team. Fran- 
cois Beaugendre, the team mate of Rettich, 
Was on the track at the time Gougoltz went 
off, and continued to ride until such time as 
Rettich could be sufficiently rested. Thus 
the field was virtually reduced to fourteen 
teams during the twenty-second hour. 

Many times during the afternoon and 
evening one of the riders tried .to shoot 
ahead and gain a lap on his fellows, but 
these attempts only resulted in wild 
bursts of speed for half a dozen laps and in 
no instance was the effort successful. In 
one of these sprints Walthour, John Bedell, 
and Fisher sustained bad falls in a collis- 
jon. This-was brought about by an attempt 
on the part of Dorion and Root to make a 
lap by tricky work. Dorlon shot out of the 
bunch and Root took his place very quick- 
ly, Dorlon dropping out. In the mix up 
which followed, Walthour, Bedell, and 
Fisher fell, and Bowler, who was ready 
to relieve Fisher, instead of waiting for 
Fisher to catch up with him went on, Root 
taking his pace, and in this manner Root 
gained the desired lap, but it was not al- 
lowed, as the referee decided that he had 
erred in accepting pace.

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STEDEKERS CAUGHT 
IN DOWN-TOWN RAIDS 


Capt. Burns and Jerome’s Assist- 
ants Smash Into Two Places. 


Axes Used to Break Down Doors— 
eAmusing Conversation on the Tele- 
phone in an Alleged Poolroom. 


Capt. Joseph Burns of the Church Street 
Station, using a cab, raided, in rapid suc- 
cession, two alleged poolrooms yesterday 
afternoon, capturing in each place the men 
he wanted and had warrants for. 

The first raid was in a room on the sec- 
ond floor of the building at the corner of 
Barclay and Church Streets, being 96 
Church Street. ‘ 

It was just 4 o'clock when Capt. Burns, 
with Assistant District Attorneys Corrigan 
and Lord, entered a cab in front of the 
Church Street Station. They were rapidly 
driven to the Church Street address, which 
Was surrounded with plain-clothes police- 
men and detectives. 

Capt. Burns and the Assistant District 
Attorneys, followed by Detective Maloney 
with an axe, ran up the stairs and de- 
manded admittance to the place. They 
met with refusal, and Maloney smashed in 
the door. 

Giving orders to the police guards that 
no one -be allowed to leave, the Captain 
and Messrs, Lord and Corrigan again en- 
tered the cab and were whirled to 65 West 
Broadway, where’ Detective McMahon, 
armed with an axe, followed them up the 
stairs. Admission was also refused here, 
but it did not take a minute for McMahon 
to break down the door. 

As Capt. Burns reached the back room he 
heard the telephone bell ring, and. an- 
swered it. 

‘Hello! Is that you, Sam?” a man ut 
the other end of the wire demanded. 

* Yes,’’ replied the Captain, who recog- 
nized the man’s voice. ‘‘ What do you 
want?” 

‘Say, come up here and get me out. 
There has been a raid here in Leon's place.” 
‘Why don’t you come down here?” 

“I can't get out, the whole place is filled 
with cops."’ 

“I'll come up and let you out pretty 
soon,”’ said the Captain as he hung up the 
receiver, 

At the Church Street room the Captain 
said there were 110 men. This place was 
run, it is said, by Leon Stedeker. He was 
arrested. On him was found $1,650 in 
money, and he was locked up. He gave 
his age as fifty, and said he was a specu- 
lator, living at 314 East Fifty-second Street. 
All the others in this place were driven out 
brr the police.

"Shameless Briberies ” in Post- 


al Frauds Excoriated and 
Prompt Punishment Ad- 
vised — Possibility of 
Treasury Dsficit 
Suggested. 


' WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The third an- 


mual message of President Roosevelt was 
Sent to Congress this afternoon. It was 


as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: 

The country is to be congratulated on the 
amount of substantial achievement which 
thas marked the past year both as, regards 
our foreign and as regards our domestic 


policy. 
‘With a nation as with a man, the most 
important things are those of the house- 


hold, and therefore the country is especially 
to bé congratulated on what has been ac- 
complished in the direction of providing for 
the exercise of supervision over the great 
corporations and combinations of corpora- 
fions engaged in inter-State commerce. The 
Congress has created 
the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, 
including the Bureau of Corporations, with 
for the first time authority to secure proper 
Publicity of such proceedings of these great 
Cerporations as the public has the right to 
know. It has provided for the expediting of 
Suits for the enforcement of the Federal 
anti-trust “law, and by another law it has 
Secured equal treatment to all producers in 
the transportation of their goods, thus tak- 
ing a long stride forward in making effect- 
fye the work of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. 

The establishment of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, with the Bureau of 
€orpotations thereunder, marks a real ad- 
Y¥ance in the direction of doing all that is 
possible for the solution of the questions 
witally affecting capitalists and wage- 
workers. The act cre- 
ating the department 
Was approved on Feb, 
14, 1908, and two days 
later the head of the 
department was nom- 
inated find confirmed by the Senate 
Since then the work of organization 
tas been pushed as rapidly as the ini- 
tial appropriations permitted, and with ‘due 
regard to thoroughness and the broad pur- 
poses ‘which the department is designed to 
Serve. After the transfer of the various 
bureatis and branches to the department at 
the beginning of the current fiscal year, as 
provided for in the act, the personnel com- 

ised 1;289 employes in Washington and 

836 in the country at large. The scope of 
the department's duty and authority em- 
braces the commercial and industrial inter- 
ests of the Nation. It is not designed to 
restrict or control the fullest liberty of le- 
gitimate business action, but to secure ex- 
act and authentic information which will 
aid the Executive in enforcing existing 
laws, and which will enable the Congress 
additional legislation, if any 
should be found necessary, in order to pre- 
vent the few from obtaining privileges at 
the expense of diminished opportunities for 
the many. 

The preliminary work of the Bureau of 
Corporations in the department has shown 
the wisdom of its creation. Publicity in 
Corporate affairs will tend to do away with 
ignorance, and will afford facts upon which 
intelligent action may 
be taken. Systematic, 
intelligent investiga- 
tion is already devel- 
: oping facts the know]l- 
edge of which is essential to a right under- 
standing of the needs and duties of the 
business world. The corporation which is 
honestly and fairly organized, whose man- 
agers in the conduct of its business recog- 
nize their obligation to deal squarely with 
their stockholders, their competitors, and 
the public, has nothing to fear from such 
Superyision. The purpose of this bureau is 
not to embarrass or assail legitimate busi- 
ness; but to aid in bringing about a better 
industrial condition—a condition under 
which there shall be obedience to law and 
récognition of public obligation by all cor- 


porations, great or small. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor will be not 
only the clearing house for information re-

both corporations and unions, and the line 
as between difierent corporations, as be- 
tween ditierent unions, is Grawn as it is be- 
tween qdilierent individuais; that is, it is 
drawn on conduct, the effort being to treat 
both organized capital and organized labor 
alike; asxing nothing save that the inter- 
est of each shall be brought into harmony 
with the interest of the general public, and 
that the conduct of each shall coniorm to 
the tundamentai rules of obedience to law, 
ot individual treeaom, and of justice and 
tair deaiing toward all. Whenever either 
corporation, labor union, or individual dis- 
regards the law or acts in a spirit of arbi- 
trury and tyrannous interference with the 
rights of others, whether corporations or 
individuais, then where the F'ederai Gov- 
ernment has jurisdiction it will see to it 
that the misconduct is stopped, paying not 
the slightest heed to the position or power 
of the corporation, the union or the indi- 
viduai, but only to one vital fact--that is, 
the question whether or not the conduct of 
the individual or aggregate of individuals 
4s in accordance with the law of the land. 
Every man must be guaranteed his liberty 
and his right to do as he likes with his 
property or his labor, so long as he does 
not infringe the rights of others. No man 
is above the law and no man is beiow it; 
nor do we ask any man’s permission when 
we require him to obey it. Opnedience to 
the law is demanded as a right; not asked 
as a favor. 

We have cause as a nation to be thank- 
ful tor the steps that have been.so suc- 
cessfully taken to put these principles into 
effect. The progress has been by evolution, 
not by revolution. Nothing radical has 
been done; the action has been both mod- 
erate and resolute. Theretore the work 
will stand. There shall be no backward 
step. If in the working of the laws it 
proves desirable that they shall at any 
point be expanded or amplified, the amend- 
ment can be made as its desirability is 
shown, Meanwhile they are being admin- 
istered with judgment, but with insistence 
upon obedience to them; and their need 
has been emphasized in signal fashion by 
the events of the past year. 

From all sources, exclusive of the postal 
service, the receipts of the Government for 
the last fiscal year aggregated $560,396,674. 
The expenditures for the same period were 
$506,009,007, the surplus for the fiscal year 
being $54,297,667. The 
indications are that 
the surplus for the 
present fiscal year 
will be very small, i¢ 
indeed there be apy: 
surplus. From July to November the re- 
ceipts from Customs were, approximately, 
nine million dollars less than the receipts 
from the same source for a corresponding 
portion of last year. Should this decrease 
continue at the same ratio throughout the 
fiscal year, the surplus would be reduced 
by, approximately, thirty million dollars. 
Should the revenue from customs suffer 
much further decrease during the fiscal 
year, the surplus would vanish. A large 
surplus is certainly undesirable. Two years 
ago the war taxes were taken off with the 
express intention of equalizing the govern- 
mental receipts and expenditures, and 
though the first year thereafter still showed 
a surplus, it now seems likely that a sub- 
stantial equality of revenue and expendi- 
ture will be attained. Such being the case 
it is of great moment both to exercise care 
and economy in appropriations, and to scan 
sharply any change in our fiscal revenue 
system which may reduce our income. The 
need of strict economy in our expendi- 
tures is emphasized by the fact that we 
can not afford to be parsimonious in pro- 
viding for what is essential to our national 
well-being. Careful economy wherever pos- 
sible will alone prevent our income from 
falling below the point required in order to 
meet our geunine needs. 

The integrity of our currency is beyond 
question, and under present conditions it 
vwoule be unwise and unnecessary to at- 
tempt a reconstruction of our entire mone- 
tary srstem. The same liberty should be 
granted the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury 
to deposit customs 
receipts as is granted 
him in the deposit of 
receipts from other sources. In my mes- 
sage of Dec. 2, 1902, I called attention to 
certain needs of the financial situation, 
and I again ask the consideration of the 
Congress for these questions. 

During the last session of the Congress, 
at the suggestion of a joint note from the 
Republic of Mexico and the Imperial Gov- 
ernment cf China, and in harmony with 
an act of the Congress appropriating $25,- 
O00 to pay the ex- 
penses thereof, a 
commissjon was 
appointed to con- 
fer with the prin- 
cipal European 
countries, in the 
hope that some 
plan might be devised whereby a fixed rate 
of exchange could be assured between the 
gold-standard countries and the siiver 
standard countries. This commission has 
filed. its preliminary report, which has been 
made public. I.deem it important. that the 
commission’ be continued and that a sum 
ef money he appropriated suffiatent to pay 
theséxapences of RS further tabers”" 

A majority of our people desfre~ that 
steps be. taken in the interests of Ameri- 
can shipping, so that we may once. more 
resume our former position in the ‘ocean 
carrying trade. But hitherto the differ- 
ences’of opinion as to the proper method 

of reaching this one 
i have been so wide 
Merchant Marine. Seat oc ban scaoell tan 
possible to secure the adoption of any par- 
ticular scheme. Having in view these 
facts, I recommend that the Congress di- 
rect the Secretary of the Navy, the Post- 
master General, and the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, associated with such a 
representation from the Senate and House 
of Representatives as the Congress in its 
wisdom may designate, to serve as a com- 
mission for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting to the Congress at its next 
session what legislation is desirable or 
necessary for the development of the 
American merchant marine and American 
commerce, and incidentally of a national 
ocean mail service of adequate auxiliary 
naval cruisers amd naval reserves. While 
such a measure is desirable in any event, 
it is especially desirable at this time, in 
view of the fact that our present govern- 
mental contract for ocean mail with the 
American Line will expire in 1905 Our 
ocean mail act was passed in S891. In 
1895 our twenty-knot transatlantic mail 
line was equal to any foreign line. Since 
then the Germans have put on twenty- 
three-knot steamers, and the British have 
contracted for twenty-four-knot steamers. 
Our service should equal the best. If it 
does not, the commercial public will aban- 
don it. If we are to stay in the business, 
it ought to be with a full understanding 
of the advantages to the country on one 
hand, and on the other with exact know!l- 
edge of the cost and proper methods of 
carrying it on. Moreover, lines of cargo 
ships are of even more importance than 
fast mail lines; save so far as the latter 
can be depended upon to furnish_ swift 
auxiliary cruisers in time of war. The es- 
tablishment of new lines of cargo ships to 
South America, to Asia, and elsewhere 
would be much in the interest of our com- 
mercial expansion. 

We cannot have too much immigration 
of the right kind, and we.should have none 
at all of the wrong kind. The need is to 
devise some system by which undesirable 
immigrants be kept out entirely, 
while desirable immi- 
grants are properly 
distributed through- 
oue the country. At present some dis- 
tricts which need immigrants have none; 
and in others, where the population is al- 
ready congested, immigrants come in such 
numbers as to depress the conditions of 
life for those already there. During the 
last two years the immigration service at 
New York has been greatly improved, and 
the corruption and inefficiency which form- 
erly obtained there 
have been eradicated. 
This service has just 
been investigated by a 
committee of New 
York citizens of high 
standing, Messrs. Ar- 
thur Briesen, Lee K. 
Frankel, Eugene A. Philbin, Thomas 
W. Hynes, and Ralph Trautman. Their 
report deals with the whole situation at 
length, and concludes with certain recom- 
mendations for administrative and legisla- 
tive action. It is now receiving the atten- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor. 

The special investigation of the. subject

throughout the country; and it is estab- 
lished beyond doubt that very many so- 
called citizens of the United States have 
no title whatever to that right, and are 
asserting and enjoying the benefits of the 
same through the grossest frauds. It is 
never to be forgotten that citizenship is, to 
quote the words recently used by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, an “in- 
estimable heritage,’’ whether it proceeds 
from birth within the country or is obtained 
by naturalization; and we poison the 
sources of our national character and 
strength at the fountain if the privilege 
is claimed and exercised without right, and 
by means of fraud and corruption, The 
body politic can not be sound and healthy 
if many of its constituent members claim 
their standing through prostitution of the 
high right and calling of citizenship. It 
should mean something to become a citizen 
he United States; and in the process 
oophole Whatever should be left open

which false certificates of citizenship are 
forged in eir entirety; or genuine cer- 
tificates fraudulently or collusively ob- 
tained in blank are filled in by the criminal 
conspirators; or certificates are obtained 
on, fraudulent statements as to the time of 
arrival and residence. in this country; or 
imposition. and substitution of another 
party for the real petitioner occur ‘in court; 
or. certificates’ are made the subject o 
barter and sale and transferred from_ the 
rightful holder to those not entitled to 
them; or certificates are my by erasure 
of the original names and the insertion of 
the names of other persons not entitled to 
the same, 

It is not necessary for me to refer here 
at large to the causes leading to this state 
of affairs. The desire for naturalization 
is heartily to be commended where it 
springs from’ a sincere and permanent in- 
tention to become citizens, and a real ap- 
preciation of the privilege. But it is a 
source of untold evil and trouble where it 
is traceable to selfish and dishonest mo- 
tives, such as the effort by artificial and 
improper means, in wholesale fashion to 
create voters who are ready-made:tools of 
corrupt politicians, or the desire to evade 
certain labor laws creating discriminations 
against alien ’.labor? All *g6od citizens, 
whether naturalized or native born, are 
equally interested in protecting our ecitizen- 
ship against fraud in. any form,.and, on 
the other hand, in affording every. facility 
for. naturalization to those who»in goes 
faith desire to share alike our privileges 
and our. responsibilities. 

The Federal/ grand jury lately in session 
in New York City dealt with this subject 
‘and. made a presentment which states the 
situation briefly and forcibly and contains 
important suggestions for the considera- 
tion of the Congress. This presentment is 
included as an appendix to the report of 
the Attorney General, 

In my last annual message, in connec- 
tion with the subject of the due regula- 
tion of combinations of capital which are 
or may ‘become injurious to the public, I 
recommended a special appropriation for 
the better enforcement of the anti-trust 
law as it now stands, to be expended un- 
der the direction of the Attorney General. 
Accordingly, (by the legislative, executive, 
and judicial appropriation act of Febru- 
ary 25, 1908, 32 Stat., 854, 904,) the Congress 
appropriated, for the purpose of enforcing 
the various Federal trust and interstate- 
commerce laws, the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars, to be expended under the 
direction of the Attorney General in the 
employment .of special counsel and agents 
in the Department of Justice to conduct 
oroceedings and prosecutions under said 
aws in the courts of the United States. 1 
now recommend, as a matter of the ut- 
most importance and urgency, the exten- 
sion of the purposes of this appropriation, 
so that it may be available, under the di- 
rection of the Attor- 
ney General, and un- 
til used, for the due 
enforcement of the 
laws of the United 
States in general and 
especially of the civil 
and criminal laws re- 
lating to paee lands

importance of recovering these dishonest 
acquisitions, stolen from the people, and 
of promptly and duly punishing the of- 
fenders. I speak in another part of this 
message of the widespread crimes by which 
the sacred right of citizenship is falsely 
asserted and that “inestimable heritage ” 
perverted to base ends. By similar means 
—that is, through frauds, forgeries, and 

perjuries, and by 
Postal frauds. shameless briberles— 

the laws relating to 
the proper conduct of the public service 
in general and to the due administration 
of the Post Office Department have been 
notoriously violated, and many indictments 
have been found, and the consequent prose- 
cutions are in course of hearing or on the 
eve thereof. For the reasons thus indi- 
cated, and so that the Government may 
be prepared to enforce promptly and wit 
the greatest effect the due penalties for 
such violations of law, and to this end may 
be furnished with sufficlent instrumen- 
talities and competent legal assistance for 
the investigations and trials which will 
be necessary at many different points of 
the country, I urge upon the Congress the 
necessity of making the said appropriation 
available for immediate use for all such 
purposes, to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Attorney General. 

Steps have been taken by the State De- 
partment looking to the making of bribery 
an extraditable offense with foreign pow- 
ers. The need of more effective treaties 
covering this crime is manifest. The ex-

tives in foreign lands. Bribery has not 
been included in extradition treaties here- 
tofore, as the necessity for it has not 
arisen. While there may have been as much 
official corruption in former years, there 
has been more developed and brought to 
light in the immediate past than in the 
preceding century of our country’s history. 
It should be the policy of the United States 
to leave no place on earth where a corrupt 
man fleeing from this country can rest in 
peace. There is no reason why bribery 
should not be included in all treaties as 
extraditable. The recent amended treaty 
with Mexico, whereby this crinfe was put 
in the list of extraditable offenses, has es- 
tablished a salutary precedent in this re- 
gard. Under this treaty the State Depart- 
ment has asked, and Mexico has granted, 
the extradition of one of the St. Louis bribe 
givers. , 

There can be no erime more serious than 
bribery Other offenses violate one law 
while corruption strikes at the foundation 
of all law. Under our form of government 
all authority is vested in the people and by 
them delegated to those who represent 
them in official capacity. There can be no 
offense heavier than that of him in whom 
such a sacred trust has been reposed, who 
sells it for his own gain and enrichment; 
and no less heavy is the offense of the 
bribe giver. He is worse than the thief, 
for the thief robs the individual, while the 
corrupt official plunders an entire city or 
State. ~He is as wicked as the murderer, 
for the murderer may only take one life 
against the law, while the corrupt official 
and the man who corrupts the official alike 
aim at the assassination of the common- 
wealth itself. Government of the people, 
by the people, for the people will perish 
from the face of the earth if bribery is 
tolerated. The givers and takers of bribes 
stand on an evil pre-eminence of infamy. 
The exposure and punishment of public 
corruption are an honor to a nation, not a 
disgrace. The shame lies in toleration, not 
in correction. No city or State, still less 
the Nation, can be injured by the enforce- 
ment of law. As long as public plunderers 
when detected can find a haven of refuge 
in any foreign land and avoid punishment, 
just so long encouragement is given them 
to continue their lye ap =o If we fail to 
do al) that in us Hes to stamp out corrup- 
tion we cannot escape our share of re- 
sponsibility for the guilt. The first requi- 
site of successful self-government is un- 
flinching enforcement of the law and the 
cutting out of corruption, 

For several years past the rapid develop- 
ment of Alaska and the establishment of 
growing American interests in regions 
theretofore unsurveyed and imperfectly 
known brought into prominence the urgent 
necessity of a practical demarcation of the 
boundaries between the jurisdictions of the 
United States and Great Britain. Although 
the treaty of 1825 between Great Britain 
and Russia, the provisions of which were 
copied in the treaty af 1867, whereby 
Russia conveyed Alaska to the United 
States, was positive as 
to the control, first 
by Russia and_ later 
by. the United States, 
of a strip of territory along the continentai 
mainland from the western shore of Port- 
land Canal to Mount St. Elias, following 
and surrounding the indentations of the 
coast, and including the islands to the west- 
wafd, its description of the landward mar- 
gin of the strip was indefinite, resting on 
the supposed eéxistence of a. continuous 
ridge or range of mountains skirting the 
coast, as figured in the charts of the early 
navigators. It had at no time been possible 
for either party in interest to lay down, 
under the authority of the treaty, a line so 
obviously exact according to its provisions 
as to command the assent of the other. 
For nearly three-fourths of a century the 
absence of tangible local interests demand- 
ing the exercise of positive jurisdiction on 
either side of the border left the question 
dormant. In 1878 questions of revenue ad-

. the establishment of a provisional demarca- 
tion, crossing the channel between two high 
peaks on either side, about twenty-four

Ratifications were ‘exchanged 
on March 8 last, whereupon the two Gov- 
ernments appointed their respective mem- | 
bers. Those on behalf of the United States | 
were BDiihu Root, Secretary of War; Henry 
Cabot Lodge, a Senator of the United 
States, and George Turner, an ex-Senator 
of the United States; while Great Britain 
named the Right Honorable Lord Alver- 
stone, Lord Chief Justice of England; Sir 
Louis Amable Jetté, K. C. M. G,, retired | 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Quebec, 
and A. B, Aylesworth, K. C., of: Toronto, 
This tribunal met in London on Septem- 
ber 3, under the presidency of Lord Alver- 
stone. The proceesaeP were expeditious, 
and marked by a friendly and conscientious 
spirit. The respective cases, counter cases, 
and arguments presented the issues clearly 
and full ,, On the 20th of October a ma-~- 
jority of the tribunal reached and signed 
an agreement on all the questions submit- 
ted by the terms of. the convention. By 
this award the right of the United States 
to the control of a continuous strip or _bor- 
der of the mainland shore, skirting all the 
tidewater inlets. and. sinuosities of_ the 
coast, is confirmed; the entrance to Port- 
land Canal (concerning which legitimate 
doubt«appeared) is defined as passing, by 
Tongass Inlet ‘and to the northwestward 
of~Wales and Pearse Islands; a line is 
drawn from the head of Portland Canal to 
the fifty-sixth degree of north latitude; and 
the interior border line of the strip is fixed 
by lines connecting certain mountain sum- 
mits «lying between Portland Canal and 
Mount St. Elias, and running along the 
crest of the divide separating the coast 
slope from the inland watershed at the 
only part of the frontier where the drain- 
age ridge approaches the coast within the 
distance of ten marine Jeagues stipulated 
by the treaty as the extreme width of the 
ae around the heads of Lynn Canal and 
its branches. 


While the line so traced follows the pro- 
visional demarcation of 1878 at the crossing 
of the Stikine River, and that of 1899 at 
the summits of the White and Chilkoot 
Passes, it runs much further inland from 
the Kiehini than the temporary line of the 
later modus vivendi, and leaves the entire 
mining district of the Porcupine River and 
Glacier Creek within the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 

The result is satisfactory in every way. 
It.is of great material advantage to our 
people in the Far Northwest. t has re- 
moved from the field of discussion and 
possible danger a question liable to become 
more acutely accentuated with each passin 
year. Finally, it has furnished a signa 
proof of the fairness and good will with 
which two friendly nations can approach 
and determine issues involving national 
sovereignty and by their nature incapable 
of submission to a third power for adjudi- 
cation. 

The award is self-executing on the vital 
points. To make it effective as regards 
the others, it only remains for the two 
Governments to appoint, each on its own 
behalf, one or more scientific experts, who 
shall, with all convenient speed, proceed 
together to lay down the boundary line in 
accordance with the decision of the ma- 
jority of the tribunal. I recommend that 
the Congress make adequate provision for 
the appointment, compensation, and ex- 
penses of the members to serve on this 
joint boundary commission on the part of 
the United States. 

It will be remembered that during the 
second session of the last Congress Great 
Britain’ Germany, and Italy formed an al- 
liance for the purpose of blockading the 
ports of Venezuela and using such other

claims was terminated by an agreement 
brought about through the offices of the 
diplomatic representatives of the United 
States at Caracas and the Government at 
Washington, thereby ending a situation 
which was bound to cause increasing fric- 
tion, and which jeoparded the peace of the 
continent. Under this agreement Venez- 
uela agreed to set apart a certain percent- 
age of the customs receipts’ of two of her 
ports to be applied to the payment of what- 
ever obligations might be ascertained by 
mixed commissions appointed for that pur- 
pose to be due from her not only to the 
three powers already mentioned, whose 
proceedings against her had resulted in a 
state of war, but also to the United States, 
France, Spain, Belgium, the Netherlands 
Sweden and Norway, and Mexico, who ha 
not employed force for the collection of 
the claims alleged to be due to certain of 
their citizens. 

A demand was then made by the so- 
called blockading powers that the sums 
ascertained to be due to their citizens by 
such mixed commissions should be accord- 
ed payment in full before eayne was 
paid upon the claims of any of the so- 
called peace powers. Venézpiela, on the 
other hand, insisted that all her creditors 
should be paid upon a basis of exact equal- 
ity. During the efforts to adjust this dis- 
pute it was suggested by the powers in in: 
terest that it should be referred to me for 
decision, but I was clearly of the opinion 
that a far wiser course would be to sub- 
mit the question to the Permanent Court 
of Arbitration at The Hague. It seemed 
to me to offer an admirable opportunity 
to advance the practice of the peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes between nations and 
to secure for The Hague Tribunal a 
memorable increase of its practical impor- 
tance. The nations interested in the con- 
troversy were so numerous and in many 
instances so powerful as to make it evi- 
dent that beneficent results would follow 
from their appearance at the same time 
before the bar of that august tribunal of 
peace. 

Our hopes in that regard have been real- 
ized. Russia and Austria are represented 
in the persons of the learned and _ dis- 
tinguished jurists who compose the Trib- 
unal, while Great’ Britain, Germany, 
France, Spain, Italy, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Sweden and Norway, Mexico, the 
United States, and Venezuela are repre- 
sented by their respective agents and coun- 
sel. Such an imposing concourse of nations 
presenting their arguments to and invoking 
the decision of that high court. of interna- 
tional justice and international peace can 
hardly fail to secure a Hke submission of 
many future controversies. The nations 
now appearing there will find it far easier 
to appear there a second time, while no 
nation can imagine its just pride will be 
lessened by following the example now 
presented. This triumph of the principle 
of international arbitration is a subject 
of warm congratulation, and offers a hap 
augury for the peace of the world. 

There seems good ground for the belief 
that there has been a real growth among 
the civilized nations of a sentiment which 
will permit a gradual substitution of other 
methods than the method of war in the 
settlement of disputes, 
It is not pretended 
that as yet we are 
near a position in 
which it will be pos- 
sible wholly to pre- 
vent war, or that a just regard for national, 
interest and honor will in all cases permit’ 
of the settlement of international disputes 
by arbitration; but by a mixture of 
prudence and firmness with wisdom we 
think ft is possible to do away with much 
of the provocation and excuse for war, and 
at least in many cases to substitute some 
other and more rational method for the 
settlement of disputes. The Hague Court 
offers so good an example of what can be 
done in the direction of such settlement 
that it should be encouraged in every_way. 

Further steps should be taken. [In Presi- 
dent McKinley's annual message of Dec. 5, 
1808, he made the following recommenda- 
tion: 

“The experiences of the last year bring 
forcibly home to us a sense of the burdens 
and the waste of war. We desire, in com- 
mon with most civilized nations, to- reduce, 
to the lowest possible point the damage 
sustained in time of war by peaceable trade 
and commerce. It is true we may suf- 
fer in such cases less than other communi- 
ties, but all nations are damaged more or 
less by the state of uneasiness and appre- 
hension into which an outbreak of hostili- 
ties throws’the entire commercial world. 
It should be our object, therefore, to mini- 
mize, so far as prac- 
ticable, this inevita- 
ble loss and disturb- 
ance. This purpose 
can probabl est be 
accomplished by an 
international agree- 
ment to regard al pri- 
vate property”at sea 
as exempt from capture or destruction by 
the forces of belligerent powers. The 
United States Government has for many 
years advocated this humane and benefi- 
cent principle, and is now in a position to 
recommend it to other powers without the 
imputation of selfish motives. I therefore 
suggest for your consideration that the 
Executive be authorized to correspond with 
the Governments of the principal maritime 
powers with a view of acct potas into 
the permanent law of civilized nations the 
principle of the exemption of all private 
roperty at sea, not contraband of war, 
rom capture or destruction by belligerent 
powers. 

I cordially renew this recommendation. 

The Supreme Court, speaking on Dec. 11, 
1899, through Peckham, Jr., said: 

‘Tt is, we think, historically accurate to 
say that this Government has always been, 
in its views, among the most advanced of 
the Governments of the world in favor of 
mitigating, as to all non-combatants, the 
hardships and horrors of war. To accom- 
plish that object it has always advocated 
those ruJes which would in most cases do 
away with the right to capture the private 
property of an enemy on the high seas,’’ 

. I_ advocate this as a matter of humanit 
morals. It is anachronistic when - 
roperty is respec ter on land that it 
should not be respected at sea, oreover, 
it should be borne in mind that shipping 
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represents, internationally speaking, a much 
more eralized species Se private 

than the case with ordinary property on 
land—that is found at sea its 
much. less apt is the case of property 
found on land really to belong to any one 
nation. Under the modern system of cor- 
porate ownership the flag of a vessel often 
differs from the flag which would mark the 
nationality .of the real ownership and 
money control of the vessel; and the on 
may belong to individuals of yet a dif- 
ferent nationality.

urvey, to report at the earliest practicable 
moment upon the condition, operation, and 
effect of the present land laws and on the 
use, condition, disposal, and settlement of 
the public lands; he commission will re- 
port éspecialiy what changes in organiza- 
tion, laws regulations, and practice affect- 
ing the public lands are needed to effect 
the largest practicable disposition of the 
pumic lands to actual settlers who will 

uild permanent homes upon them, and to 
secure in permanence the fullest and most 
effective use of the resources of the public 
lands; and it will make such other reports 
and recommendations at its study of these 
questions may suggest. The commission is 
to report immediately upon those points 
concerning which its judgment is clear; on 
any point upon which it has doubt it will 
take the time necessary to make investiga- 
tion and reach a final judgment. 

The work of reclamation of the arid lands 
of the West is progressing steadily and éat- 
isfactorily under the terms of the law set- 
ting aside the proceeds from the disposal of 
public lands. The corps of engineers known 
as the Reclamation Service, which is con- 
ducting the surveys and examinations, has 
been thoroughly organized, especial pains 
being taken to secure under the civil service 
rules a body of skilled, experienced, and 
efficient men, Surveys and examinations 
are progressing throughout the arid States 
and Territories, plans for reclaiming works 
being Brsvaree and passed upon by boards 
of engineers before apgroves by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. In Arizona and Ne- 
vada, in localities where such work is pre- 
eminently needed, construction has already 
been begun. In other parts of the arid 
West various projects are well advanced 

toward the drawing 

up of contracts, these 

being delayed in part 

by necessities of 
agreements or understanding 
rights of way or acqulisi- 
estate. Most of the works 
contemplated for construction are of 
National importance, involving  inter- 
State questions or the securing of stable, 
self-supporting communities in the midst 
of vast tracts of vacant land. The Nation 
as a whole is of course thé gainer by the 
creation of these homes, adding as they do 
to the wealth and stability of the country, 
and furnishing a home market for the 
products of the East and South. The recla- 
mation law, while perhaps not ideal, ap- 
pears at present to answer the larger Neola 
for which it is designed. Further legis- 
lation is not recommended until the neces- 
sities of change are more apparent. 

The study of the opportunities of recla- 

mation of the vast extent of arid land 
shows that whether this reclamation is 
done by individuals, corporations, or the 
State, the sources of water supply must 
be effectively pro- 
tected and the reser- 
voirs guarded by the 
preservation of the 
forests at the head- 
waters of the streams. The engineers mak- 
ing the preliminary examinations continu- 
ally emphasize this need, and urge that the 
remaining public lands at the headwaters 
of the important streams of the West be 
reserved to insure permanency of water 
supply for irrigation. Much progress in 
forestry has been made during the past 
year. The necessity for perpetuating our 
forest resources, whether in public or pri- 
vate hands, is recognized now as never be- 
fore. The demand for forest reserves has 
become insistent in the West, because the 
West must use the water, wood, and Sum- 
mer range which only such reserves can 
supply. Progressive lumbermen are striv- 
ing, through forestry, to give their business 
permanence. Other great business interests 
are awakening to the need of forest preser- 
vation as a business matttr. The Gov- 
ernment’s forest work should receive from 
the Congress heart ors age-bo and especially 
support adequate for the protection of the 
forest reserves against fire. The forest- 
reserve policy of the Governmént has 
assed -beyond the experimental stage and 
as reached a condition where scientifie 
methods are essential to its successful 
prosecution. The administrative features 
of forest reserye are at present unsatis- 
factory. betng divided between three bu- 
reaus of two departments. It is, therefore, 
recommended that all matters pertaining 
to forest reserves, except those involving 
or pertaining to land titles, be eonsolidated 
in the Bureau of Forestry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

No other class of our citizens deserves so 
well of the Nation as those to whom the 
Nation owes its very being, the veterans of 
the civil war. Special attention is asked to; 
the excellent work of the Pension Bureau 

in expediting and dis- 
Pensions. posing of ension 

claims. ng the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1903, the bureau, 
settled 251,982 claims, an average of 825 
claims for each working day of the year. 
The number of settlements since July 1, 
1908, has been in excess of last year’s av- 
erage, approaching 1,000 claims for each 
working day, and it is believed that the 
work of the bureau will be current at the 
close of the present fiscal year. 

During the year ended June 30 last 25,566 
persons were appointed through competitive, 
examinations under the civil service rulgs. 
This was 12,672 more than during the ad

aminations. This ab- 
normai growth was largely occasioned by 
the extension of classification to the rural 
free-delivery service and the appointment 
last year of over 9,000 rural carriers, A 
revision of the civil service rules took ef- 
fect on April 15 last, which has greatly im- 
proved their operation. The completion of 
the reform of the civil service is recog- 
nized by good citizens everywhere as @ 
matter of the highest public importance, 
and the success of the merit system la: 
ly depends upon the effectiveness of e 
rules and the machinery provided for their 
enforcement. A very gratifying spirit of 
friendly co-operation exists in all the de- 
rtments of the Government in the en- 
orcement and uniform observance of both 
the letter and spirit of the Civil Service 
act. Executive orders of July 3, 1902; 
March 26, 1908, and July 8, 1908, require 
that appointments of all unclassified la- 
borers, both in the departments at Wash- 
ington and in the field service, shall be 
made with the’ assistance of the United 
States Civil Service Commission, under a 
system of registration to test the relative 
fitness of applicants for (a or 
employment. This system is competitive, 
and is open to all citizens of the United 
States qualified in respect to e, physical 
ability, moral character, industry, and 
adaptability for manual labor; except that 
in case of veterans of the civil wap the ele- 
ment of age is omitted. This system of ap- 
pointment is distinct from the classified 
service and does not classify positions of 
mere labor under the Civil Service act and 
rules. Regulations in aid thereof have 
been put in operation in several of the de- 
partments and are being gradually extend- 
ed in other parts of the service, e results 
have been very satisfactory, as extrava- 
gance has been checked by decreasing the 
number of unnecessary positions and by 
increasing the effictency of the employes 
remaining. 

The Congress, as the result of a thor-« 
ough investigation of the charities and ree 
formatory institutions in the District of 
Columbia by a joint select committee of 
the two houses which made its repo 
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District of Columbia. District of Columbia, 
to consist of five 
residents of the District, — by the 
President of the United States, by. and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
each for a term of three years, to serve 
without compensation. President McKinley 
appointed five men who had been active 
and prominent in the public charities of 
Washington, all of whom, upon t of- 
fice July 1, 1900, resigned from the fer- 
ent charities with which they had been 
connected. The members of the board 
have been reappointed in_ successive yéars. 
The board serves under the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia. The board 
gave its first year to a careful and impar- 
tial study of the special problems before it 
and has continued that study every year in 
the light of the best practice in public 
charities elsewhere. Its recommendations 
in its annual reports to the Congress 
through the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia “ for the economical and effi- 
cient administration of the charities and 
reformatories of the District of Columbia,’’ 
as required by the act creating it, have 
been based upon the principles commended 
by the joint select committee of the Con- 
gress in its report of March, 1898, and ap- 
proved by the best administrators of public 
charities, and make for the desired system- 
atization and improvement of the affairs 
under its supervision. They are worthy of 
favorable consideration by the Congress. 
The effect of the laws providing a Gen- 
eral Staff for the army and the more ef- 
fective use of the National Guard has been 
excellent. Great improvement has been 
made in the efficiency 
The Army. of our army in recent 
years. Such schools 
as those erected at Fort Léavenworth and 
Fort Riley and the institution of fall ma- 
noeuvre work arcomplish satisfactory re- 
sults. The good effect of these manoeu- 
vres upon the National Guard is marked, 
and amen appropriation should be made 
to enable the guardsmen of the several 
States to share in the benefit. The Govern- 
ment should as soon as possible secure 
suitable permanent camp sites for military 
rranoeuvres in the various sections of the 
country. The service thereby rendered not 
only té the regular army but to the Na- 
ticnal Guard of the several States will be 
so great as to repay many times over the 
relatively small expense. We should not 
rest satisfied with what has been done, 
however. The only people who are con- 
tented with a system of promotion by mere 
seniority are those who are contented with 
the triumph of mediocrity over excellence, 
On the other hand a system which encour- 
aged the exercise’ of social or litical fa- 
voritism in promotions woul be even 
worse. But !t would surely be easy to de- 
vise a method of promotion from grade to 
grade in which the opinion of the higher 
officers of the service upon the candidates 
should be decisive upon the standing and 
promotion of the latter. Just such a sys- 
tem now obtains at West Point. The qual- 
ity of each year’s Work determines the 
standing of that year’s class, the man be- 
ing dropped or graduated into the next 
class in the relative position which his mili- 
tary superiors decide to be warranted by 
his merit. In other words, ability, ene 
fidelity, and all other similar qualities de- 
termine the rank of a man year after year 
in West Point, and his standing in the 
army when he graduates from West Point; 
but from that time on all effort to find 
which man is best or worst, and reward or 
unish him accordingly, is abandoned; no 
-rillianey, no amount of hard work, no 
eagerness in the performance of duty, can 
advance hime and no slackness or indiffer- 
ence that falls short of a court-martial can 
retard him. Until this system is changed 
we cannot hope that our officers will be of 
as high grade as we have a right to expect, 
considering the material upon which we 
draw. Moreover, when a man renders such 
service as Capt. Pershing rendered last 
Srring in the Moro campaign, it ought to 
be possible to reward him without at once 
j mping him to the grade of Brigadier Gen- 
eral.

The establishment of a naval base in the 
Philippines ought-not to be longer pagt- 
poned, Such a base is desirable in time cf 
peace; in time of war it would be indis- 
eeusanie, and its lack would be ruinous.

The National interests require that the 
work of tortification and development ot 
a naval station at Subig Bay be begun 
at an early date; for under the best condi- 
tions it is a work which will consume much 
time: 

It is eminently desirable, however, that 
there should be provided a naval general 
staff on lines similar to those of the Gen- 
eral Staff lately created for the Army. 
Within the Navy Department itself the 
needs of the service have brought about a 
system under which the duties of a general 
staff are partially performed; for tne Bu- 
reau of Navigation has under its direction 
the War College, the Office of Naval In- 
telligence, and the Board of Inspection, and 
has been in close touch with the General 
Board of the Navy. But though under the 
excelient officers at their head these 
boards and bureaus do good work, they 
have not the authority of a general staff, 
and have not sufficient scope to insure a 
proper readiness for emergencies. We need 
the establishment. by law of a body of 
trained officers, who shall exercise a sys- 
tematic control of the military affairs of 
the Navy, and be authorized advisers of 
the Secretary concerning it. 

By the Act of June 28, 1902, the Congress 
authorized the President to enter into 
treaty with Colombia for the building of 
the canal across the Isthmus of Panama; 


it being provided that 
Isthmian Canal. 


in the event of fail- 

ure to secure such 
treaty after the lapse of a reasonable time 
recourse should be had to building a canal 
through Nicaragua. It has not been neces- 
Sary to consider this alternative, as I am 
enabled to lay before the Senate a treaty 
providing for the building of the canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama. This was 
the route which commended itself to the 
deliberate judgment of the Congress, and 
Wwe can now acquire by treaty the right to 
construct the canal over this route. The 
question now, therefore, is not by which 
route the isthmian canal shall be built, for 
that question has been definitely and ir- 
revocably decided. The question is simply 
whether or not we shall have an isthmian 
canal. ’ 

When the Congress directed that we 
should take the Panama route under treaty 
with Coicmbia, the essence of the condi- 
tion, of course, referred not to the Govern- 
meénut which controlled that route, vut to 
the route itself; to the territory across 
Which the route lay, not to the name which 
for the moment the territory bore on the 
map. The purpose of the law was to au- 
therize the President to make a treaty 
with the power in actual control of the 
Tsthinus of Panama. This purpose 
been fulfilled.

We have shown by every treaty we have 
negotiated or attempted to negotiate with 
the peoples in control of the Isthmus and 
with foreign nations in reference thereto 
our consistent good faith in observing our 
obligations; on the one hand to the peo- 
ples of the Isthmus, and on the other hand 
to the. civilized world whose commercial 
rights we are safeguarding and guarantee- 
ing by our action. We have done our duty 
to others in letter and in spirit, and we 
have shown the utmost forbearance jn ex- 
ecting our own rights. 

Last Spring, under the act above re 
ferred to, a treaty concluded between the 
representatives of the Republic of Colom- 
bia and of our Government was ratified by 
the Senate. This treaty was entered into 
at the urgent solicitation of the people of 
Colombia and after a body of experts ap- 
pointed by our Government especially to 
0 into the matter of the routes across the 
sthmus had pronounced unanimously in 
favor of the Panama route.

When these events happened, fifty-seven 
years had elansed since the United States 
had entered into its treatv with New Gran- 
ada. During that time the Governments of 
New Granada and of 
its successor, Colom- 
bia, have been in a 
constant state of flux. 
The following is a

The above is only a partial Hst of the 
reveclutions, rebeliions, insurrections, riots, 
enfi other outbreaks that have occurred 
during the period in question; yet they 
number 53 for the fifty-seven years. It wiil 
be noted that one of them lasted for nearly 
three years before it was quelled; another 
for nearly a year, In short, the experience 
of over half a century has shown Colom- 
bia_to be utterly incapable of keeping order 
on the Isthmus. Only the active interfer- 
ence of the United States has enabled her 
to preserve sO much as a semblance of sov- 
ereignty. Had it not been for the exercise 
by the United States of the police power in 
her interest, her connection with the Isth- 
mus would have been sundered long ago In 
1856, in 1860, in 1878, in. 1885, in 1901, and 
again in 1902, sailors and marines from 
United States warships were forced to land 
in order to patrol the Isthmus, to protect 
life and property, and to see that the tran- 
sit across the Isthmus was kept open. In 
1861, in 1862, in 1885, and In 1900, the Co- 
leomblan Government asked that the United 
States Government would land troops (to 
pretect its interests and maintain. order on 
the Isthmus, Perhaps the most extraor- 
dinary request is that which has just been 
recefved, and which runs as follows: 

“Knowing that revolution has already 
commenced in Panama [an eminent Colom- 
bian] says that if the Government of the 
United States will land troops to preserve 
Colombian sovereignty, and the transit, if 
requested by Colom- 
bian Chargé 4d’'Af- 
faires, this Govern- 
ment will’ declare 
martial law, and, by 
virtue of vested con- 
stitutional authority’ when public order is 
disturbed, will approve by decree the ‘rati- 
fication of the canal treaty as signed; or, if 
the Government of the United States pre- 
fers, will call extra session of the Con- 
sress—with new and friendly members— 
next May to approve the treaty. [An emi- 
nent Colombiant has the perfect confidence 
of Vice President, he says, and if it be- 
came necessary will go to the Isthmus or 
send representative there to adjust matters 
along above linea to the satisfaction of the 
people there.”’ 

This dispatch is. noteworthy from two 
standpoints.

In other details, particularly 
as to the acquisition of the interests of,the 
New Panama Canal Company and the Pan- 
ama Railway by the United States and the 
condemnation of private property for the 
uses of the canal, the stipulations of the 
Hay-Hexran treaty are closely followed, 
while the compensation to be given for 
these enlarged grants remains the same, 
being $10,000,000 payable on exchange of 
ratifications; and, beginning nine years 
from that date, an annual payment of 
$250,000 during the life of the convention.

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THE PRESIDENT’S DEFENSE. 

The time will come when just-minded 
men will wish that that part of Presi- 
dent RoosEvELT’s message in which he 
explains and defends his course upon the 
Isthmus of Panama might be expunged 
from the National records. The senti- 
ments he ayows and the principles he 
lays down are flagrantly at war with a 
great, and, until this time, a growing 
body of sound National tradition, and 
with rules of conduct in international re- 
lations which have gained for us the re- 
spect of the world’s lawgivers. No Eng- 
lish Judge will ever quote from the Pres- 
jdent’s utterances concerning Panama, 
as English Judges have repeatedly quot- 
ed from the opinions of our Supreme 
Court which have gradually built up the 
unassailable American doctrine of neu+ 
trality. In fact, between what the Presi- 
dent now says and what former Presi- 
dents and Secretaries of State have said 
in respect to this identical matter, we 
are forced to make our choice. Adhering 
to one, we must reject the other. The 
doctrines of RoosEVELT are incompatible 
with the doctrines of Marcy, of SEWARD, 
of Fisu, of Evarts, of CLEVELAND, and 
of a long line of Secretaries of State and 
of Presidents from the beginning of the 
Republic. 

Yet the vision of President ROOSEVELT 
$s so clouded and his reasoning processes 
s0 disturbed by the fires of his ambition 
to build the Isthmian Canal that he 
actually quotes official declarations of 
Sewarp and of Attorney General SPEED 
which are destructive of his own posi- 
tion. ‘In 1865 Mr. Srwarp said that the 
treaty stipulations of 1846 were intended 
“to guarantee the Isthmus against seiz- 
ure or invasion by a foreign Power only.” 
That guarantee was effective until we 
ourselves violated it. It is impossible 
that this guarantee should have been 
given by us or accepted by Colombia 
with the understanding that we our- 
selves might seize or cause to be seized 
Colombian territory which forbade 
all other foreign nations to invade. <At- 
torney General SPrEpD says the same

“thing. It was, of course, always, every- 


where, and by everybody understood that 
the guarantor laid upon itself the same 
fnhibitions which it imposed upon other 
nations. Yet it is by ‘our aid and sup- 
port, if not actually ‘by our procurement, 
that the Republic of Panama has been 
created. Had we not forbade Colombia 
to take any measures whatsoever for 
suppressing the revolt, it would very 
quickly have been put down. The Presi- 
dent takes the astonishing view that the 
Government of Colombia was bound to 
ratify the Hay-Herran treaty. ‘‘It does 
not appear,” he says, “‘ that the Govern- 
ment made any real effort to secure rat- 
ification.” As a co-ordinate part of the 
treaty-making power, the Colombian 
Senate had precisely the same right and 
authority to reject this treaty that our 
Senate had and exercised in rejecting the 
first Hay-Pauncefote treaty, negotiated 
as a substitute for the Clayton-Bulwer 
convention. The nations with which we 
have negotiated reciprocity treaties 
might retort upon President RoosEVELT 
that he has not appeared to make any 
real effort to secure their ratification. 
Minister BEauPpRE has lately notified this 
Government that the treaty was rejected 
on its merits because it was not satis- 
factory to the Colombians. We may re- 
gret their decision, we cannot with pro- 
priety criticise it as an affront to us— 
certainly not as an affront that justi- 
fied going to war with Colombia, which 
is practically what we have done. 

In those portions of his annual mes- 
sage which he published some weeks ago, 
announcing that they had been stricken 
out, he set up the fantastic doctrine of 
international eminent domain. He reaf- 
firms that doctrine in the message as 
actually sent to Congress: 


This great enterprise of building the in- 
teroceanic canal cannot be held up to 
gratify the whims, or out of respect to the 
Governmental impotence, or to the even 
more sinister and evil political peculiarities, 
of people who, though they dwell afar o/f, 
yet, against the wish of the actual dweli- 
ers on the Isthmus, assert an unreal su- 
premacy over the territory. The possession 
of a territory fraught with such peculiar 
capacities as the Isthmus in question car- 
ries with it obligations to mankind. 

If that doctrine is sound, its validity 
would not be in the least affected by the 
strength or weakness of the Power pos- 
sessing the Isthmus. It would be just as 
valid against Germany as against Colom- 
bia. But any man who should insist that 
the President would have laid down and 
attempted to enforce this doctrine 
against a German Isthmus, as he has 
actually enforced it against a Colombian 


Isthmus, would be adjudged a lunatic. 


It is a doctrine to be held only by the 
“powerful and enforced only against the 


feeble, a doctrine devoid of all sanction 
from right and justice, and deriving its 
gole authority from the possession of 
might to make it ‘good. Never before 
have we professed these principles, until

we have never had a President who ap- 


an impressive list of outbreaks and rev- 
olutions on the Isthmus. Upon some of 
these occasions, as he notes; we have 


landed troops and used force in making 
good our treaty guarantee. Why is it 


that two score or more revolutionary up- 
risings wete put down, and only that of 
Nov. 3 succeeded? Was it not manifest- 
ly because in the revolution of Nov. 3 
the power of the United States was for 
the first time used to shield the insur- 
gents against the display of force by the 
Government? Was it not because we 
then for the first time took sides in a 
domestic quarrel on the Isthmus? No re- 
citals of history, no citations of prece- 
dent, no principles of international law 
that the President can appeal to or in- 
vent and establish, will gerve as a suf- 
ficient defense against the charge that 
his course upon the Isthmus was irregu- 
lar, lawless, and unjust. Mr, RoosEVELT 
feels the need of defense; in his message 
he elaborately attempts to formulate a 
defense, He fails because in the court of 
morals every man must fail who at- 
tempts to defend wrong and oppression. 
THEORY AND FACT. 

The President sees extraordinary pos- 
sibilities and potencies in the Bureau of 
Corporations which is a division of the 
new Department of Commerce created 
by the law of February, 1903. The chief 
of this bureau has authority to call upon 
corporations engaged in  inter-State 
commerce to disclose to him pretty much 
everything he may want to know about 
their capitalization and operations. It 
provides for publicity, which the Presi- 
dent in his message says, ‘“‘ will tend to 
do away with ignorance and will afford 
facts of which intelligent action may be 
taken.” In the judgment of the Execu- 
tive this bureau will collect information 
which will enable “the Government to 
aid in strengthening our domestic and 
foreign markets, in perfecting our trans- 
portation facilities, in building up our 
merchant marine, in preventing the en- 
trance of undesirable immigrants, in im- 
proving commerce and industrial condi- 
tions, and in bringing together on com- 
mon ground those necessary partners in 
industrial progress—capital and labor.” 
We can participate to best advantage in 
foreign trade only through the exercise 
constant watchfulness.” It is the 
of the President that the 
new department will “ justify the expec-

tation of its creators by the exercise of 
this watchfulness.” 

The President talks of the Bureau of 
Corporations as if it were a creative and 
productive agency, a piece of machinery 
that would add to the wealth and pros- 
of the Nation. In fact, it is a 
mere bureau of supervision. Its chief 
sits by and takes notes while others 
work. It creates nothing but records, of 
which it will presently have tons upon 
tons, very few of which will 
availed of for enlightenment and guid- 
If Congress had the disposition to 
promote the extension of our foreign 
trade it could do it by very simple enact- 
ments. A knowledge of the capitaliza- 
tion and finances of inter-State corpora- 
tions would be of no possible help to it in 
drawing the necessary bills. An open and 
candid examination of the schedules of 
the Dingley tariff by the Ways 
Means Committee would 
disclose more ways of increasing our ex- 
port trade than would be brought to light 
in forty years’ poring over the reports 
prepared by the Bureau of Corporations.

again in what he has to say about capi- 
tal and labor. Wherever either corpora- 
tions or labor unions disregard the law 
arbitrary tyrannous 
spirit interfering with the rights of oth- 
ers, he declares, the Federal Government 
will stop the misconduct if it has juris- 
diction. He continues: ‘‘ Every man 
must be guaranteed his liberty and his 
right to do what he likes with his prop- 
erty or his labor, so long as he does not 
infringe upon the rights of others. No 
man is above the law; and no man is be- 
low it; nor do we ask any man’s permis- 


or act in an and 


sion when we require him to obey it.” 

There never was a time in the history 
of the United States when these utter- 
ances would have sounded so hollow, so 
like a mocking travesty of the true Ex- 
ecutive spirit in the face of outrageous 
and intolerable conditions, What is the 
“ ruarantee"’ of the right of every man 
“to do what he likes with his property 
or his labor"’ worth in a land where the 
guarantee is flouted and the right denied 
every day in the week? At the very time 
when the President penned this smug hom- 
ily tens of thousands of Americans were 
deprived of their right to do business and 
to work. Throughout this year, upon the 
substantial achievements of which he 
congratulates the country, incalculable 
losses have been inflicted upon the peo- 
ple through the tyranny of labor unions, 
with the chief of some of the worst and 
most tyrannical of which the President 
is upon the friendliest terms. In hun- 
dreds of cases when an attempt has 
been made to enforce the guarantee of 
which he so glibly talks the attempt has 
been resisted by violence and human life 
has repeatedly been taken by the lawless 
abettors of union despotism. 

Yet the President thinks the Nation 
has cause “‘to be thankful for the steps 
that have been so successfully taken ”’ 
to put in practice the noble principles he 
enunciates. 


THE INFINITESIMAL RECESS. 

The fact that Secretary Roor has ad- 
vised the President that he may make 
the nominations of Gen. Woop and the 
rest of the army officers in the inappre- 
ciable space of time assumed to exist 
between the end of the extra session and 
the beginning of the regular session, dis- 
poses one to await the reasoning by 
which such advice is sustained before 
condemning it. But on the face of the

provisions of the Constitution it appears 
preposterous, 

The Constitution says that Congress 
“shall meet at least once in every year.” 
That is the regular session. The Presi- 
dent may “on extraordinary occasions 
convene both houses, or either of them.” 
That is the kind of session that began 
on the 9th of November. ‘“‘ Neither house 
during the session of Congress shall, 
without the consent of the other, ad- 
journ for more than three days.” No 
such agreed adjournment was had, 
though it was eagerly sought by the Sen- 
ate, and the extraordinary session ex- 
pired because of the beginning of the 
regular session. The Senate sought an 
adjournment expressly to secure a re- 
cess in which nominations might be 
made, which, under the Constitution, 
would “expire at the end of their next 
session.” They did not get the adjourn- 
ment, and it is not easy to see how they 
got the recess. Undoubtedly the eitua- 
tion created by the failure of the Senate 
either to get an adjournment r to do 
its business is embarrassing, but it does 
not seem half so embarrassing as the 
assumption by the President that Con- 
gress is not in session when actually it 
is. The probability is that Mr. Root in- 
terprets Article II., Section 2, Paragraph 
8, of the Constitution as referring to a 
recess of the Senate only; but there was 
no recess, even of the Senate alone, in 
the sense that the term is ordinarily 
used.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE FINANCES 

Mr. RoosEVELT is noncommittal as to 
the currency and indefinite as to the 
financial situation of the Government. 
The only specific recommendation he 
makes is that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be given the authority to deposit the 
receipts from customs as he can now de- 
posit those from other sources. This is 
desirable, though in the present condi- 
tion of the Treasury about as much is 
deposited with the banks as can be 
spared. 

The President points out that the cus- 
toms revenue has fallen off some $9,000,- 
000 since the opening of the current fis- 
cal year, and should it “suffer much 
further decrease during the fiscal year 
the surplus would vanish.”” He omits to 
mention that the expenditures have in- 
creased by nearly the same amount, and 
that there is little prospect of any change 
in that direction, as the appropriations 
for the year are already made. In the 
actual situation, “it is of great moment 
both to exercise and economy in 
appropriations and to scan sharply any 
change in our fiscal system which may 
reduce our income.’ Presumably this is 
a warning to Congress not to rush rash- 
ly into a reduction of the protective tar- 
iff. The warning is hardly needed. If it 
were, it would be in order to remind the 
President that the reduction of extrava- 
gant taxes on trade tends to increase, 
not to diminish, the revenue. 

Mr. RoosgevVELT practically dismisses 
the ship subsidy scheme. He drops some 
platitudes as to the popular desire that 
“steps” be taken that we may “once 
more resume our former position in the

ocean-carrying trade,’ but no parsnips 
are buttered with such soft words. He 
urges that the whole matter be sent to 
dusty death in the pigeon holes of a sp@ 
cial commission to consist of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, the Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor, sundry Representatives and 
Senators—these to report after the next 
Presidential election.

the penalties of a statute forbidding the 
“capturing, tormenting, or overdriving ” 
of any animal. 

Everybody is familiar with the defense 
of fox hunting which sets forth that “ the 
men like it, and the hounds like it, and 
blest if I don't think the fox likes it.” 
But that is plainly sophistical. The fox 
is running for his life, and ig torn 
pieces at the end of the chase, with no 
other consolation than that he has had a 
run for his money or his life. On the 
other hand, this side of the Adirondacks 
nobody has any intention of killing or 
hurting the stag. It was represented to 
Mr. HAINes in this case that the stag in 
question had repeatedly been hunted and 
had never been injured. But he insisted 
that the animal underwent mental an- 
guish, which it was his duty as a zoophile 
And, for the time at least, he

to avert. 
averted it. 
Now, we do not pretend to say with 
positiveness that the stag enjoys being 
hunted. We are even willing to admit 
that the first time he is hunted he prob- 
ably does not, but views the hounds, out 
of the tail of his eye, with apprehension 
and alarm, But how can Mr. HAINEs be 
sure that, after he has become used to it, 
and satisfied that, no harm to him is 
meant, he continues to suffer. He is out 
for a run, just as the dogs are, and 
there is no more reason, on the face of 
the thing, why the projectors of the 
hunt should be arrested for cruelty to the 
stag than for cruelty to the dogs. In 
fact, when a stag is cooped up in a pad- 
dock and not allowed.a chance to exer- 
cise his natural gifts of running and 
leaping, it seems questionable whether, 
upon principles of general equity and be- 
nevolence, a mandamus ought not to He 
against his owner for cruelty to animals 
in not letting him out for a run, just as 
such a writ ought to lie against the own- 
ers of dogs who coop them up in flats 
and give them no opportunity for air and 
exercise, Perhaps, however, the legal 


process that would best meet the case 
would be the issue of a temporary in- 
junction against the stag hunters, with 
orders to appear and show cause why it 
should not be made permanent. That 
would give scope for the argument of 
the question, and thus be far preferable 
to the question-begging method adopted 
by the President of the 8. P. C. A. That 
official leaves it to be inferred that his 
dislike of stag hunting has the same 
basis that, according to MACAULAY, in- 
spired the Puritanic prohibition of bear 
haiting, the real objection being not that 
it gave pain to the animal, but that it 
Gave pleasure to the spectators.

CHINA YIELDS TO RUSSIA 


Said to be Concluding an Agree- 
ment as to Manchuria. 


It Was Decided That War Would Be 
Suitidal, and an Appeal te Friend- 
ly Powers Failed. 


PEKING, Dec, 7.—Prominent officials 
here assert that China is concluding an 
agreement with Russia for the government 
of Manchuria. 

It is expected that the arrangement will 
include most of Russia’s supplementary 
terms for the evacuation and will nominally 
confirm Chinese sovereignty, while giving 
Russia an advisory share in the govern- 
ment. 

At the recent palace conferences three 
plans were discussed—war against Russia, 
an appeal to friendly nations for assistance, 
and a settlement with Russia on the best 
terms obtainable. 

The first plan was dismissed as suicidal. 
The second failed. Since then China has 
been unable to suggest, and the United 
States and Japan, to whom she appealed, 
were unable to see any practicable steps 
that could be taken. Therefore, the third 
plan was adopted. 


MIKADO TO OPEN THE DIET. 


No Combined Radical Attack on the 
Japanese Cabinet’s Foreign 
Policy Expected. 


LONDON TimEs—New YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Dec. 8&—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times says the official 
opening of the Diet has been postponed 
until Thursday. 

The Sei-Yu-Kai (Marquis Ito’s party) 
is not expected to co-operate in any rad- 
ical attack on the foreign policy of the 
Cabinet, inasmuch as it will be re- 
strained by its connection with the Min- 
istry. Thus the action of the House will 
probably be confined to questioning the 
Government. 

Leading Japanese journals consider 
that Great Britain's purchase of the two 
Chilean warships, thereby forestalling 
Russia, is practical evidence of the value 
of the British-Japanese alliance and a 
signal proof of Great Britain’s good-will 
toward Japan.

YOKOHAMA, Dec. 7.—Foreign Minister 
Kemura and the Russian Minister, Baron 
de Rosen, had a conference at Tokio to- 
day, but it is understood that there were 
no developments in the negotiations, as 


Baron de Rosen had not received fresh in- 
structions from St. Petersburg. 

The Junior Anti-Russian Union has peti- 
tioned the Mikado to hasten a solution of 
the diplomatic questions.

TWO LONDON BYE-ELECTIONS. 


Intense Interest Being Taken in the Con- 
tests in Lewisham and Dulwich. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—It is announced 
that the elections in the South London 
districts of Lewisham and Dulwich to 
fill Parliamentary seats vacant by death 
will both take place next Tuesday. 

It is safe to say that no bye-elections 
ever held in the United Kingdom have 
possessed greater interest for politicians 
or the country. Whichever side wins will 
claim that the result is a pronouncement 
in favor of the position it has taken on 
the fiscal question, while, on the other 
hand, the defeated party will insist that 
local and other issues outside tariff con- 
siderations were really the determining 
factors. 

Naturally the fiscal question figures in 
the contests, but in neither case is it a 
square fight on this question alone, and 
what the voters do next Tuesday will not 
be an altogether reliable indication of 
what they will do when the Chamberlain 
issue is thrown upon the country and 
every Parliamentary district is asked to 
give judgment on that issue. 

It is truthfully said, however, that if 
the tariff reform candidates win in the 
districts referred to their victory will 
give a great impetus to Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s cause. 

Nobody undertakes to predict what the 
outcome will be in either district. 


TO MOVE ON TIBET AT ONCE. 
Leaders of British Expedition Now in 


Nepal — Chinese Resident at 
Lhasa a Suicide ? 


LONDON, Dee. 8.—It was announced 
yesterday that Col. Younghusband and Col. 
Macdonald, leaders of the British expedi- 
tion to Tibet in support of the British 
Mission, had reached Darjiling, Nepal, and 
expected to start with the expedition for 
the Chumbi Valley immediately. 

According to the latest reports it ap- 
pears that the Chinese representative at 
Lhasa, who was ordered to meet the Brit- 
ish Mission at Khamba Jong, Tibet, com- 
mitted suicide, the official who replaced 


him died on his way to the British camp, 
und the Tibetan representative who event- 
ually arrived at the British camp, claiming 
to be an official from Lhasa, proved to be 
an unimportant individual from an adja- 


cent village. 


NEW DEPARTURE IN RUSSIA. 


Scheme for Peasant Reforms May Be 
Submitted to an Elective Body. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 7.—Minister of the In- 
terior de Plehve proposes to submit a new 
scheme for the peasant reforms ordered in 
the Czar's recent manifesto to the consid- 
eration of an elective body to be composed 
of previncial committees, The proposed law 
embcdying the new scheme was drawn up 
after the inquiry recently instituted by the 


Czar into the cause of the increasing pov- 
erty of the peasants. 

The members of the provincial commit- 
tees will be elected in each district by the 
zvems*®vos, (or elective provincial assem- 
Lies, composed of landed proprietors and 
representatives of the artisans and peas- 
ants.) 

It is an entirely new departure for the 
Russian Government to submit laws to the 
approval of an elective body, and there is 
a parliamentary smack about the proposal 
which delights liberal-minded Russians, 


LION TAMER TORN TO PIECES. 


Horrible Death of a Woman While Giv- 
ing a Performance in Germany. 


NESSAU, Anhalt, Germany, Dec. 7,— 
Frau Fischer, a lion tamer, was torn to 
pieces to-day by four lions in a menagerie 
cage in sight of a great crowd of people. 
She was trying to make a lion spring 
through a hoop, and struck him with a 
whip, whereupon he leaped upon her. The 
woman shrieked once, and the three other 
lions joined in the attack on her. There 


was a frightful panic qmong the specta- 
tors, and many persons were injured. 
Finally the lion tamer’s assistants, armed 
with tron rods and hooks, succeeded in 
draggi the animals from the woman's 


mangled body. ;

CANARD ABOUT A PRINCESS. 


No Foundation for the Story That the 
Austrian Emperor’s Granddaugh- 
ter Killed an Actress. 


PRAGUE, Dec, 7.—There is absolutely no 
foundation for the report that the Princess 
Elizabeth of Windisch-Graetz, wife cf 
Prince Otto of Windisch-Graetz and grand- 
daughter of the Emperor of Austria and of 
the King of the Belgians, shot and killed 
an actress whom she is alleged to have 
found in the apartments of the Prince. 

Prince Otto is now absent on a hunting 
trip. The actress alleged to have been con- 
cerned in the episode was formerly a sou- 
brette at the Czech Suburban Theatre. She 
is the wife of a tailor, and has long been 
bedridden as the result of injuries re- 
gived while dancing in “ The Belle of New 

ork."

CRITICISES ‘HE CHURCH. 





Dr. Robert F. Coyle Gives His Views at 
Presbyterian Union Dinner. 


The Presbyterian Union of New York had 
its annual dinner at the Hotel Savoy last 
night, and about 250 men and women lis- 
tened to some remarks on the outlook and 
the needs of the Presbyterian Church by 
Dr. Robert F. Coyle,’ who, according to the 
menu, is ‘“‘ Moderator of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America, (including the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, Hawaii, one-tenth 
Panama, and such other regions as may be 
acquired before going to press and reading 
these presents.)" 

Mr. Coyle deprecated the tendency among 
the churches to haggle over unimportant 
side issues while losing sight of the essence 
of Christianity. He deplored that some 
ministers of the Presbyterian Church were 
objecting to the admission of the so-called 
‘Army of the Cumberland,’ the Southern 
branch of the Church, They were merely 
* quibbling over the question whether elec- 
tion preceded faith or faith preceded elec- 
tion,”’ and he hoped that “this wretched 
pettifogging and unworthy juggling of 
words will nat shut out that splendid army.” 
The Church needed the awakening of evan- 
gelical or missionary zeal, but the members 
preferred to sing barrack-room ballads, 
suffering all the time the inevitable curse 
of barrack life—namely, demoralization. A 
new class of ministers, too, was needed who 
would preach the gospel of the New Testa- 
ment instead of giving philosophical ser- 
mons interspersed with anecdotes.

SLEEP AS ANTIDOTE TO LOVE. 


Mrs. Almon Hensley Tells Hundred Year 
Club When the Tender Passion Is 
a Menace to Vitality. 


Vitality was naturally the keynote of all 
the toasts responded to last night at the 
dinner of the Hundred-Year Club given at 
the Hotel Majestic, and Father Time stood 
abashed at the entrance to the banquet 
hall in the presence of more than two score 
silvery haired men and women who merrily 
defied him. 

Dr. Robert Walter, seventy-five years 
old, responded to the toast, ‘‘ What Is 
Vitality?’’

MAYOR FAVORS EXCISE 
PLAN OF GEN. GREENE 


Mr. Low Says That Is the Best 
That Has Been Proposed. 


R. Fulton Cutting Sees Many Good 


Points, but Herman Ridder Indi- 
cates Disapproval. 


Mayor Low yesterday declared himself 
heartily in favor of Gen. Greene's proposed, 
amendment to the present excise law as 
outlined in Sunday’s issue of THE NEw 
YorK Times. The salient features were to 
provide for local option, not only by the 
city itself, but by the different districts, 
on the questions of Sunday opening of 
the saloons, and a referendum at the com- 
ing election upon which shall depend the 
final adoption of the plan. It fs intended! 
that the districts shall be “‘ wet” or “ dry” 
on Sundays, if the measure receives ‘the 
Support its author hopes, in accordance 
with the decision of a board to be com-! 
posed of the Mayor, Controller, and Com- 
missioner of Police. 

“The proposal of Gen. Greene for the 
amendment of the excise law, which is als, 
together his own, seems to me the best 
that has yet been made,”’ said Mayor Low. 
“It may need amplification in details; but 
just as it stands it has at least these four 
good points: (1) It is based on an appeal 
to ‘home rule’; (2) it has sufficient flexi- 
bility to deal with the many different con- 
ditions prevailing in different parts of the 
city on their merits; (3) it fixes responsibil- 
ity; (4) it does not decide the policy of the 
city once for all, but allows room for the 
teaching of experience.”’ 

R. Fulton Cutting, head of the Citizens’ 
Union, said that he was much interested in : 
the plan, but declined to discuss it at 
length until he had talked it over with 
Gen. Greene, which he intends to do at 
their next meeting, probably on Thursday. 

“It has many merits that greatly com- 
mend it,” said Mr. Cutting. “It is flexible 
—that is an advantage—but the subdivision 
of the city would be a very difficult under- 
taking. I must confer with Gen. Greene to 
see how he proposes to manage this and 
other details."’ 

Opponents have already arisen, however. 
Herman Ridder declined to give an inter- 
view when approached, but cut out the 
leading editorial in yesterday’s Staats 
Zeitung, which was devoted to the proposi- 
tion, and condemned it unqualifiedly, on 
the ground that so far from taking the 
excise question out of politics it puts it 
into it. According to the views expressed 
in the article, the fact that the final de- 
cision in regard to the districts would be 
left to the two highest elective officers of 
the city, it was held, would make the excise 
question of overshadowing import in every 
campaign. 

“Morris Tekulsky, ex-President of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, refused to dis- 
cuss the plan as a serious proposition. 
“Gen. Greene doesn’t know what he is 
talking about,’’ said he, impatiently. 


‘‘ There is too much law now, without any 
districting or referendums. 

Asked what he thought was the best way 
of settling the problem, Mr. Tekulsky re- 
sponded instantly: 

“Mr. Jerome’s.”’ 

The Rev. A. P. Doyle of the Paulist Fath- 
ers, who work for total abstinence, but yet 
view the subject broadly, said he had hard- 
ly given Gen. Greene's plan sufficient con- 
sideration to make up his mind fully.

To submit the question of 
the Sunday opening of saloons to popular 
vote might have a good educational effect, 
but I do not believe the.question could be 
submitted on its merits. it is bound to be 
submitted with some other issue, for it’ 
would come up at some party election, and 
the people of the party that favored it 
would stand for it without doing any think- 
ing about it.” 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst asked 
for more time to study Gen. Greene's sug- 
gestions before committing himself to an 
opinion concerning them. 

District Attorney Jerome and Commis- 
sioner Greene took luncheon together yes- 
terday and discussed the excise question. 
Afterward, however, Mr. Jerome refused to 
say anything about the proposed law, 
beyond that it seemed to be a move in the 
right direction. 

“The city needs a change,"’ he added. 

Friends of Mr. Jerome pointed out that as 
Mr. Jerome has devised a bill of his own 
for meeting the liquor traffic problems his 
silence Was not to be unexpected.

It is provided that 
this scholarship is for the benefit of boys 
or men born in Ohio, which was Mr. But- 
ler’s native State. The holder may, at his 
option, enter Columbia College or any one 
of the graduate schools, or the profes- 
sicnal schools of law, medicine, or applied 
science. Tne scholarship will be awarded 
for the first timd in September, 1904. 

The sum of $10,000 was received from an 
ancnymous donor, $5,000 of which is to bo 
expended under the direction of the Presi- 


dent in meeting the current needs of the 
university. 

At yesterday's meeting the trustees estab- 
lished the Edward A. Darling Prize in Me- 
chanical Engineering, which will hereafter 
be awarded annually to the most deserv- 
ing student of the graduating class in me« 
chanical engineering.

Ex-Attorney General of New Jersey Who 
Declined to be Chief Justicé, 


CAMDEN, N, J., Dec. 7.—Samuel H. Grey, 
ex-Attorney General of New Jersey, and 
one of the most eminent members of the 
State bar, died at his home here to-night. 
Mr. Grey had been ill for a long time from 
a complication of disesases. Last Thursday 
he suffered a stroke of apoplexy. The fu- 
neral will be held on Thursday. 

Mr. Grey was sixty-seven years old and 
was born in this city. He was admitted to 
the bar-in 1857, and was connected with 
many celebrated cases in local and State 
courts.

as Prosecutor of the Pleas for C May

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tutional Commission of 1873, and President 
of the Constitutional Commission of 1894. 
Mr. Grey declined many positions of 
honor and political preferment, chief among 
which was that of Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of New Jersey, tendered 
him by Gov. Griggs in 1897. In the same 
year he accepted the appointment of At- 
torney General of the State to succeed the 
late John P. Stockton. He served under 
Gov. Voorhees until 1902. Mr, Grey leaves 
four daughters. His wife died four years

- Wall Street opened its new week with 
gcme change of details, but no change of 
heart nor any new tone of business—nor 
unhappily of news. International Power 
rose 15, but was not exactly active. The 
next strongest stock on the list was 


Westinghouse, which rose 6, following a 
rise of 10 last week, and 25 for the pre- 


ferred. General Electric rose only 3. The 
most active stock was Amalgamated, 
Which rose 5, upon sales of 160,000 
shares. These properties are of varying 
excellence and intrinsic merit, but they | 
ate alike in keeping their own counsel, 
except when it pleases their backers to 
havea“ movement.” There is practically 
no limit to this mysterious affair, which 
comes off whenever it pleases insiders. 
When the electrics were falling some 20 
or 30 points below the present range 
never a word was vouchsafed to prevent 
anxious holders from sacrificing their 
holdings. Now that the market is turn- 
ing upward, and there is perhaps stock 
for sale acquired at a lower range, we 
hear of dividends for 1904. It would be 
wonderfully heartening if memories were 
shorter. But who can have forgotten In- 
ternational Power's rise from 95 to 199 
in 1902, and its fall in the following 
month of May from 198 to 120? Really 
yesterday’s rise is a small and shabby 
affair, for a property whose movements 
only culminate with rises or falls of 100 
points, more or less. The machinery 
creaked less audibly in the rest of the 
list, there being rises of 1 or 2 points 
even in the soberest and steadiest of 
them all. Northwest and St. Paul, New 
York Central and Pennsylvania, Reading 
and Rock Island, Baltimore and Ohio 
and Erie, the Southern properties and 
the Pacifics, the industrials generally, 
and the tractions, with the exception of 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit—all shared in 
the improvement.

Not in gener- 
ations has England been so financed by 
foreign funds. It is therefore opportune 
that the Panama payments promise to 
fall at a time which enables much of 
the sterling which is offering to be kept 
off the market or absorbed from the 
market, thus postponing the demands 
upon London’s slender stores of free 
metal until a more convenient season.

Engagements of gold for import amount- 
ing to $1,210,000 were announced yesterday 
as a result of the low figure to which ster- 
ling exchange fell at the close of last 
week. Lazard Fréres secured $800,000 and 
the National City Bank $410,000. That 
Londoy parted with this gold with reluc- 
tance was indicated by the day’s cables to 
the news agencies, which announced a fur- 
ther advance in the price of bar gold to 
the highest figure of the season, and in 
fact the highest reached in many years. 
Part of the gold secured yesterday 1s in 
the form of gold bars, part of it in Ameri- 
can eagles, and the balance in sovereigns.

Section 1. The Board of Aldermen of The City 
New York 
and Long Island Traction Company, subject to 
the conditions and provisions hereinafter set 
forth, the franchise, right and privilege to 
construct and operate a double-track street sur- 
face railway, with all connections, turnouts, 
switches, crossovers, and sultable stands neces- 
sary for the accommodation and operation of 
said railway, by the overhead system of elec- 
tricity, or any other motive power which may 
be lawfully employed upon the same, in, upon 
and along the following-named streets and high- 
ways and bridges, all situated in the boroughs 
of Queens and Brooklyn, City and State of New 
York, set forth in the following descriptions of 
routes: 

First—Beginning at a point on Fulton street 
(otherwise known as the Hempstead and Jamaica 
turnpike), at the easterly line of the Borough of 
Queens, in The City of New York, running 
thence northwesterly on and along said Fulton 
street to the intersectian of sald Fulton street 
and the Jericho turnpike at or near Queens, in 
the Borough of Queens, 

Second Beginning at the intersection of said 
Fulton street and Springfield road (at or near 
Queens, in the Borough of Queens); running 
thence southwesterly on and along said Spring- 
field road to a road known as Old Country road; 
thence generally westerly on and along said Old 
Country read past the intersection of said Old 
Country road and South street to a point on

ssee or successors, for the term of twenty-five 
years from the date when this ordinance is signed 
by the Mayor, with the privilege of renewal of 
said grant for a further period of twenty-five 
years upon a fair revaluation of said right, privi- 
lege and franchise, but such renewal shall not 
provide for any further renewal. Such revalua- 
tion shall be of the right, privilege and franchise 
to maintain and, operate said railway by itself, 
and shall not include any valuation derived from 
the ownership, operation or control of any other 
Yallroad by the grantee, its successors or assigns, 
It shall be made in the following manner: 

One disinterested freeholder shall be chosen 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, or 
its successors in authority; one disinterested free- 
holder shall be chosen by the railway company; 
these two shall choose a third disinterested free- 
holder; and the three so chosen shall act as 
appraisers and shall make the revaluations afore- 
said. Such appraisers shall be chosen at least 
six months prior to the expiration of the grant, 
and their report shall be filed with the Comp- 
troller, or his successor in authority, within three 
months after they are chosen. They»shall-act as 
appraisers and not as arbitrators. They may 
base their.judgment upon their own experience, 
and upon such information as they may obtain by 
inquiries and investigations without the presence 
of either party. They shall have the right to 
examine the books of the railway company. The 
valuations so ascertained, fixed and determined 
shall be conclusive upon both parties, but shall 
not in any event be less than the minimum 
amount fixed as the sum to be paid annually for 
the last five years of the original franchise. 

Third—Upon the termination of the said fran- 
chise, right or privilege, whether original or re- 
newal, if the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment of The City of New York, or its successors 
in authority, shall so desire, there shall be a fair 
valuation of the plant and property of the grantee 
necessary for traction purposes upon the said 
streets and highways and bridges, and.of the 
land in private ownership upon which the said 
railway shall be operated or the easements ot 
right-of-way or other necessary easements in such 
lands, as the case may be, including power-house, 
equipment, tracks and appurtenances, which plant 
and property shall be and become the property of 
The City of New York at the option of the said 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, or its 
successors in authority, on the termination of 
this grant and the payment to the grantee of such 
valuation. The valuation shall be based upon 
a@ fair appraisal of the property, excluding any 
value derived from the franchise, and such value 
shall be determined by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, or its successors in authority, 
provided that in the valuation of the land in 
private ownership, on which such railway is con- 
structed, or the easements affecting such land, 
as the case may be, their value shall not be fixed 
at an amount in excess of the original cost there- 
of, to the grantee of said franchise, its successors 
or assigns. A sworn statement of such cost exe- 
cuted by such grantee and verified by the affi- 
davit of one of its officers, shall be filed with 
the Comptroller of The City of New York before 
any act is done by the grantee, or its successors 
or assigns, in the construction or operatian of 
the railway upon any route hereinbefore men- 
tioned, which includes private property. 

Fourth—The New York and Long Island Trac- 
tion Company, its successors or assigns, shall pay 
for this franchise to The City of New York the 
following sums of muney: During the first term 
of five years an annual sum which shall in no 
case be less than $1,000, and which shali be 
equal to three per cent, of its gross annual re- 
ceipts derived from passenger and freight traffic, 
within the limits of The City of New York, if 
such percentage shall exceed the sum of $1,000; 
during the remaining twenty years of the term, 
an annual sum which shall not be less than 
$2,000, and which shall be equal to five per cent. 
of its gross annual receipts as above, if such 
percentage shall exceed the sum of $2,000. 

In computing the amount of the gross receipts 
derived from passenger traffic and above referred

receipts within the meaning of any general or 
special statute. 

Fifth—The said annual charge or payments 
shall continue throughout the whole term of the 
franchise hereby granted, whether original or 
renewal, notwithstanding any clause in any 
statute or in the charter of any other raijway 
company providing for payments for street rail- 
way rights or franchises at a different rate, and 
no assignment, lease or sublease of the rights or 
franchises hereby granted, whether original or 
renewal, or of any part thereof, or of any of the 
routes mentioned herein, or of any part thereof, 
shall be valid or effectual for any purpose unless 
the said assignment, lease or sublease shall con- 
tain a covenant on the part of the assignee or 
lessee that the same is subject to all the condi 
tions of this grant, and that the assignee or 
lessee assumes and “will be bound by all of said 
conditions, and especially said condition as to 
payments, anything in any statute or the 
charter of such assignee or lessee to the

authority, evidenced by an instrument under 
seal, anything herein contained to the contrary 
thereof in anywise notwithstanding, asd the 
granting, giving or waiving of any one or more 
of such conserts shall not render unnecessary 
any subsequent consent or consents. .

BANKRUPTS FOR TWELVE MONTHS 


Petitioners Numbered 14,308, a-Decrease 
of 2,000 Over Former Years. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The report of 
E. C. Brandenberg, attorney in charge of 
bankruptcy matters in the Department of 
Justice, shows that 14,308 voluntary peti- 
tions in bankruptcy were filed throughout 
the United States for the year ended Sept. 
30, 1903, which is more than 2,000 less than 
were filed during any of the preceding 
years since the enactment of the law on 
July 1, 1898. 

The States showing the largest number 
of cases filed during the year are: 

Alabama, 1,797; New, York, 1,546; Illinois, 
1,439; Massachusetts, 1,238; Maine, 703, and 
Ohio, 585. 

Seven hundred and sixty-two petitions 
were dismissed, while the petitioners in the 
remaining cases were adjudicated bank- 
rupt. 

The total net assets realized in 11,663 
cases closed during the past year were 
$8,501,471, and liabilities $106,147,373. 

The report shows that of those persons 
who became voluntary bankrupts, 961 were 
farmers, 4,582 wage earners, 3,305 mer- 
chants, 368 manufacturers, 473 proféssional 
men, and 1,974 contractors, hotel keepers, 
real estate men, and others of a miscel- 
laneous character.

T0 STEAL INSURANCE 


Prosecutor Tells of Millions a Year 
Obtained on Fire Losses. 


President of a Corporation and a Rich 
Merchant Among Those Whose In- 
dictment Will Be Sought. 


Assistant District Attorney Garvan, who 
as been investigating the alleged syste- 
matic swindling of fire insurance com- 
panies in this city by means of fraudulent 
claims of losg, last night gave some details 
of the inner workings of the system and 
the latest of the frauds which had been 
disclosed by the investigation. 

Mr. Garvan said he was certain that at 
least 30 or 40 per cent. of all claims for 
Josses at fires of $10,000 or less were fraud- 
ulent, and that as a result fire insurance 
companies were mulcted in amounts mount- 
ing into the millions last year.

The investigation was begun last Spring | 


when Joseph Schnapmann, who kept a 
milliners’ supply store at 4 Bond Street, 
where he had a fire, put in fraudulent 
claims for $16,000 worth of goods alleged 
to heave been destroyed. Schnapmann was 
found out and pleaded guilty to six in- 
dictments. He is now awaiting sentence, 
and twelve cases against persons alleged 
to have been identified with swindles of 
this nature will be placed before the Grand 
Jury this week. 

Among those that body will be asked to 
indict is a Fifth Avenue merchant said to 
be worth at least $500,000, the President of 
a large corporation, and several public ad- 
justers and insured persons who have pre- 
sented false claims. In the swindles thus 
far unearthed, according to Mr. Garvan, are 
implicated, besides those directly concerned, 
half a dozen prominent merchants, mem- 
bers of the fire patrol of the various insur- 
ance companies, and at least one prominent 
city official. 

Schnapmann’s confession, which was the 

first one obtained, gave Mr. Garvan an 
idea af how these swindles were perpetrat- 
ed. More light has since been thrown on 
that subject by a confession of Max Korn- 
feld, who until his recent conviction on 
charges of defrauding the Phoenix Insur- 
ance Company was a public adjuster. 

“ Kornfeld’s confession,’’ said Mr. 
van, “‘ concerned 300 cases which he him- 
selt had adjusted. Of these, according to 
his own statement, there were only two 
that were not fraudulent, and he asserted 
that more than 90 per cent. of all such 
claims of less than $10,000 were either 
fraudulent to the extent of being grossly 
exaggerated or else the fire itself was 
fraudulent. It was also shown that in all 
such cases the public adjuster receives at 
least 40 per cent. of the amount of insur- 
ance paid by the company. 

“A public adjuster is generally 
the first persons to reach the scene of a 
fine. Many of them have fire calls in their 
apartments. They will take a contract to 


vy 


adjust a fire loss on any terms. Then they 
will endeavor to prevail upon their client 
* to pad his loss, generally by bribing the 
member of the fire patrol left by the insur- 
ance company to watch the property. They 
will pay him to wet or to destroy goods on 
the premises where the fire has occurred. 
Or they will pay him to move goods from 


a floor where no damage has been done to 
that where the fire actually has been, or 
to put labels of more expensive goods on 
packages that have been damaged. 

“jxornfeld gave us a long list of cases 
where property had been destroyed in order 
to obtain more money from the insurance 
companies. This had been done in some 
great business hcuses, where the fire pa- 
trolman, often assisted by the insured and 
by the public adjuster, had worked all 
night wetting down or destroying goods. 

“The principal case in which Kornfeld 
has given us information is one in which a 
very large firm in this city presented a 
fraudulent claim of loss. In one year the 
firm had two fires, and both times claimed 
loss on the same prcperty. At the second 
fire Kornfeld and’ the fire patrolman 
worked all night carrying goods down into 
the cellar. where they destroyed or wet 
them down. The patrolman got $20 for 
his work. In this case the Grand Jury will 
be asked to indict the insured. 

“Another interesting case is that of a 
man who, in order to dodge creditors exe- 
cuted a bill of sale on his property. Later 
there was a fire. As the policy was taken 
out in his own name he could not claim the 
insurance. To get round this he had a pa- 
per drawn excluding from the bill of sale 
the goods on which he claimed insurance. 
It took three lawyers to draw that docu- 
ment, and we will ask the Grand Jury to 
indict each of them, as well as the princi- 
pal and the adjuster in the case.” 

One of the most frequently practiced 
forms of swindling fire insurance com- 
panies, the investigation, according to Mr. 
Garvan, has revealed, is by the merchant 
on whose premises there has been a fire 
going to various wholesale dealers and ob- 
taining receipted bills for goods that never 
had been delivered. Alterations are then 
made in the books to meet the demands of 
the occasion, or else the books are de- 
stroyed. That was the method employed 
by Schnapmann. Half a dozen prominent 
wholesale merchants are implicated in his 
confession, as well as Darius W. Ettinger, 
a public adjuster, who he claims was his 
accomplice and instigated the frauds. Et- 
tinger is awaiting trial on six indictments. 

An official of one of the largest fire in- 
surance companies said last night that 
claims under $10,000 paid out by the vari- 
ous companies amounted to something like 
$6,000,000 a year. 


GALLAVAN HOUSE MURDER. 


Woman Killed in Williamsburg Hotel 
by Man Who Afterward Shot Him- 
self Was Not His Wife. 


The woman whom Lester Fitzgerald shot 
and killed early yesterday morning in a 
room of the Gallavan House, at Broadway 
and Driggs Avenue, Williamsburg, was 
not his wife as the hotel register Iindl- 
cated, but Mrs. Matilda Woods, the wife 
of Henry T. Woods, a compositor on a 
morning paper, who lived at 29 Cooper 
Street, Brooklyn. Mrs. Woods was twenty- 
nine years old, and pretty. She had been 
married nine years, and a had a four- 
weeks-old child. About six months ago she 
and her husband attended a theatre party 


and met Fitzgerald. 

Capt. Hallihan sent for Woods yesterday 
efternoon. On the way to the police sta- 
tion Woods declared that he was shocked 
at what had happened, and said that he 
and his wife always lived happily together, 
and he could not imagine why she had met 
Fitzgerald and gone to the hotel with him.

LEGAL NOTES. 


MARRIAGE OF WOMEN TEACHERS,—Edi- 
torial comments have appeared in the news- 
papers anent the trial by a committee of 
the Poard of Education of a female teacher 
accused of having violated a rule prohibit- 
ing such teachers from marrying. That 
such a by-law is valid and reasonable 
the cpinion of the Second Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court. A by-law of the 
School Board of the Porough of Brooklyn 
provided: ‘* Should a female Principal, head 
of department, or teacher marry, her place 
shall thereupon become vacant, but her 
marriage shall not operate as a bar to her 
reappointment should it be deenied to the 
interests of the school to retain her serv- 
ices.”’ Such a by-law, the appellate tribunal 
holds, is valid, in so far as it declares 
against the retaining of female teachers 
who marry. The court said, in part, by 
Justice Hooker: ‘‘ While many new fields 
of endeavor have of recent years been 
opened to progressive women, the principal 
duties and sphere of the wife and the 
mother will always remain, and cannot 
be said to be such as are not calculated, 
except in rare cases, to interfere with that 
degree of regularity and devotion which is 
required of the members of a teaching force 
in so large a community. The purpose of 
the rule is not to discourage marriage: it 
is rather, in the public interest, to dispense 
with the service of that class of teachers 
who assumed new duties and stepped into 
another field, and where it is thought their 
environments would tend toward the dis- 
paragement of the school interests.’ In a 
concurring opinion Justice Hirschberg said: 
“While single the teacher's services be- 
long to herself; when married they belong 
to Ler husband. taving voluntarily as- 
sumed a relation which gives to another 
the legal right to dispose of her time and 
abor, the teacher cannot complain of a 
regulation by which her independent con- 
tract is made to end when her power to 
contract ,independently ends, especially 
where the regulation is itself a part of the 
orig*nal contract. 
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ASSUMPTION OF RIskK.—The Standard Gas 
Light Company maintains on its premises 
a large wooden tank in which water is col- 
lected and then at times discharged into 
the river. On the top of the tank there 
are four or five openings with covers sup- 
ported by iron cleats, It was the duty of 
Jeremiah Sheehan, with other employes, to 
lift up these covers, examine the water, and 
then replace them, Sheehan was in the 
habit of replacing the covers with his foot, 
and then stamping them down. He was 
warned several times by a fellow employe 
not to do this, but persisted. One day Shee. 
han jumped on the covers once too much, 
one tipped up, and he fell into the tank and 
lost his life. In reversing a judgment in 
Sheehan's wife's favor, in a suit which she 
brought against the gas company, the Ap- 
pellate Division of this city said by Justice 
ingraham: ‘‘The situation was. perfectly 
apparent. Whatever ye there was in 
replacing the cover by this method was as 
apparent to the deceased, who had been in 
the employ of the defendant for severa] 
years, as it was to the defendant or its 
superintendent; and these apetlances were 
perfectly safe unless an employ stood upon 
the covering in such a way that if it gave 
way he would fall into the tank. While the

He said he had no in- 
formation which he cared to give out, ex- 
cept that he had secured the names of two 
additional witnesses, a man and a woman, 
whom he was trying hard to find. He un- 
derstood that these witnesses would cleariy 
connect a man with the conspiracy charge, 
which, Mr. Krotel thought, would soon ve 
made, 

Mr. Krotel during the day had in his of- 
fice a number of persons, including Fred- 
erick M. Littlefield of 156 Broadway, the 
legal adviser of Administrator Campbell. 

“It would be unwise for me to divulge the 
nature of to-day'’s investigation,’ said Mr. 
Littlefield when questioned. ‘“* The confer- 
ence was a highly important one, however, 
the most important that has occurred 
far, and it goes long way toward 
strengthening the case ‘of Mrs. Oliver's 
relatives. The further we carry our inves- 
tigation the firmer becomes my conviction 
that fraud has been perpetrated. The 
examination of witnesses will continue to- 
morrow and long thereafter as 
deemed advisable.” 

Lawyer James Demarest of 140 Nassau 
Street, who is defending the interests of 
Mrs. Oliver's granddaughters, said that a 
hearing before the Commissioners ap- 
pointed by Judge Dickey to pass upon the 
sanity of Mrs, Hattie A. Campbell would 
take place to-day in the County Court 
House in Brooklyn, 

“The decision of the Commissioners,” he 
said, *‘ will be presented to the court, which 
will thereupon appoint a representative for 
Mrs. Campbeli.”’ 

The bomb which Samuel E. Fairfield, the 
atterney for James. 8. Alderdice, promised 
to explode yesterday did not go off, for 
reasons Which Mr. Fairfield refused to dis- 


close, 

“Mr. Alderdice,’’ he said, “ will not be 
at his office to-day, nor, perhaps, for sev- 
eral days to come.

Elevated Road’s Plea of Presumptive 
Right of Possession Not Sustained 
by Justice Bischoff, 


Justice Bischoff, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday handed down a decision in the 
suit of John H. Hindley against the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railway Company to re- 
cover damages to his abutting property on 
the west side of Sixth Avenue, between 
Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh Streets, due 
to the operation of the road, The ruling 
was in favor of the plaintiff, and gives him 
$3,000 damages to the fee and $250 a year 
since 1895 for the loss of rentals. 

Several similar suits have been held in 
abeyance pending this decision of the ques- 
tion as to whether the company, by the 
construction of the railway in front of 
premises in 1879, or before that time, and 
by the maintenance of such structure and 
the operation of trains continuously for 
twenty. years before the commencement of 
a suit, acquired a prescriptive right as 
against the litigant, and without Mability 


to him, to maintain this railway and oper- 
ate in perpetuity so far as he is concerned. 

The railway company asserted that it had 
already paid out about $12,500,000 in settle- 
ment of similar claims, and that $8,000,000 
more would have to be paid in cases of this 
kind before the special franchise of the 
roads would be fully bought out 

Justice Bischoff holds that the property 
of an abutting owner does not end with the 
portion of the street immediately fronting 
his premises, but is coterminus with that 
of al! the other abutting owners in the 
street over which the elevated roads are 
run. The claim of possession by right of 
twenty years’ occupation by the company 
he considers to be ill-founded, and holds 
that it remains in the abutting property 


owner.

DR. RIGHIE’S DRUG CURE 


How ex-Preacher Was Backed by 
Interdenominational Body. 


Justice 


Business Enterprise That Enlisted Sup- 
port of Prominent Churchmen on 
Philanthropic Grounds. 


The report of an_ interdenominational 
committee, which purported to have been 
organized for the suppression of the drug 
habit, was widely circulated last October. 
In it attention was called to the constant 
and deplorable increase in the number of 
to morphia, cocaine, and kindred 
drugs, and an appeal was made for funds 
aid in the dissemination of a wonder- 
ful cure by the committee. A history of 
the committee's origin was given in the 
report as follows: 

The late Rev. John Hall, D. D., LL. D., of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, New York, 
became so impressed with the far-reaching and 
terrible effects of the use of opium and with a 
remedy which was discovered by a German 
scientist after fifteen years of experimenting, 
and which came into the possession of the Kev. 
Dr. Richie of the Presbyterian Church, that he 
united with the Rev, R. F. Sample, D. D., 
LL. D., ex-Moderator of the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly; the Rev. Dr. Bliss, editor of The 
Independent; the Rev. Dr. Stoddard, editor of 
The New York Observer; L. A. Maynard, editor 
of The Christian Work; the Rey. D. 8, 8S, Bald- 
win, Recording Secretary of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church; Dr. Henry Cobb, Secretary of 
the Board of Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
Church: the Rev. Dr. Creegan, Secretary of the 
American Board of Commissioners for the For- 
eign Missions, and other well-known men in 
having the matter laid before the Secretaries of 
other Foreign Mission Boards. This led to the 
appointment of the Interdenominational Com- 
mittee to Suppress Drug Addiction. 


The committee's officers, as published in 
the report, were the Rev. Dr. R. F. Sample, 
President; Thomas O. Conant, editor of 
The Examiner, Vice President; the Rev. 
Dr. Francis E. Marsten, pastor of Bethany 
Church, Second Vice President; W. W. 
Westervelt, a lawyer of 33 Pine Street, an 
Elder in the Dutch Reformed Church, 
Treasurer, and the Rev. Dr. W. N. Richie, 
Secretary. 

A month later a second appeal for funds 
was issued by the committee, which asked 
for public aid in ‘‘the curing of the drug 
habit of a woman of more than ordinary 
standing.”’ 

During an investigation of these appeals 
Dr. Richie, the Secretary of the committee; 
Mr. Conant, Vice President, and Mr. West- 
ervelt, Treasurer, admitted that the com- 
mittee, which had no existence except as a 
mere informal body, was formed solely with 
the effect of furthering a business enter- 
prise of the Rev. Dr. Richie, who for more 
than five years has been engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of a secret remedy 
for the cure of the drug habit. 

Dr. Richie's factory and salesrooms are in 
two rooms in the Presbyterian Building, at 
156 Fifth Avenue. When seen yesterday he 
admitted that he had bought the formula 
for his secret remedy as a business enter- 
prise, and, through his connection and ac- 
quaintance with many well-known religious 
leaders, through his former connections 
with the Presbyterian Church as a min- 
ister, had interested a large number of 
them to lend their names to his scheme. 

Mr. Westervelt, the Treasurer of the In- 
terdenominational Committee, which has 
been in existence for three years, said yes- 
terday that, in all that time the body had 
met only three or four times, and had never, 
so far as he knew, received a cent from the 
public. The committee had not met for 
five months, within which time the appeals 
to the public purporting to have been 


signed by the committee had been printed 
in the newspapers. 

Mr. Westervelt further asserted that the 
composition of the remedy was absolutely 
unknown to him and, to the best of his 
knowledge, was unknown to all the other 
members of the committee with the ex- 
ception of Dr. Richie, and that the few 
meetings of the committee consisted simply 
of the presentation before them of men 
and women who testified that they had 
been cured of the drug habit by Dr. 
Richie's medicine. 

Incidentally it was learned in yoeterdays 
investigation, and admitted by Dr. Richie 
himself and his lawyer, that in October, 
1902, Dr. Richie was arraigned in the Court 
of Specia! Sessions on a charge of unlaw- 
full practicing medicine, and was convicted 
and fined $75. -The char
